Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

According  to  well  ordered  custom  we  hereby  make 
our  report  for  the  year  ending-  December  31.  1911.  to- 
gether with  such  recommendations  as  we  deem  best  for 
the  welfare  of  the  town.  We  wish  to  congratulate  the 
citizenship  for  the  splendid  growth  of  population  and 
valuation  during  the  past  year,  and  to  state  that  we  an- 
ticipate for  the  years  to  come  a still  larger  growth  in 
every  section  of  our  town. 

We  trust  the  citizens  will  look  ahead  in  all  the  town's 
undertakings,  whether  they  be  in  the  building  of  school- 
houses.  laying  out  streets  cr  any  public  improvement,  so 
that  the  needs  of  Attleborough,  not  only  of  today  but  for 
quite  a number  of  years  in  the  future,  will  be  fully  c con- 
sidered. 

We  realize  that  all  departments  of  our  town  are 
growing,  and  that  more  demands  are  made  npoo  them 
than  ever  before.  Ijpuses  are  being  built  and  streets  laid 
out  in  sections  where,  a few  years  age . there  was  nothing 
hut  pasture  land,  considered  of  little  valne : bnt  now  the 
price  of  a single  house  lot  far  exceeds  the  price  of  several 
acres  a few  vears  ago. 

The  town  must  encourage  growth  and  expansion. 
Water  pipes  must  be  extended.  The  new  sewers,  soon 
to  be  ready  for  use.  must  cover  in  a few  years  the  whole 
section  of  the  town.  New  schoolhouses  must  be  build; 
new  streets  laid  out  and  bnilt : street  lights  of  some  char- 
acter established;  the  police  station  enlarged  and  the 
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force  increased;  the  fire  department  and  apparatus  must 
be  kept  up  to  the  very  excellent  standing  it  now  enjoys, 
in  order  to  serve  the  dual  purpose  of  saving  the  lives  and 
property  of  our  citizens,  and  at  the  same  time  keep  our 
insurance  rate  as  low  as  possible. 

A Town  Hall  should  be  considered  a necessity  in 
the  near  future,  and  steps  should  be  taken  to  secure  a 
suitable  location  before  all  the  available  sites  are  taken  for 
other  purposes.  If  the  town  decides  to  build  a Town 
Hall  within  three  years  we  would  recommend,  if  land 
cannot  be  secured  at  a reasonable  price,  that  it  be  taken 
by  eminent  domain  for  that  purpose.’ 

These  are  some  of  the  large  problems  that  must  be 
met  in  the  near  future,  and  they  should  be  considered  in  a 
broad  and  comprehensive  manner,  having  in  mind  the 
welfare  of  the  Town  of  Attleborough  all  the  time.  Let 
sectional  jealousy  and  party  feeling  be  wholly  obliterated 
to  the  end  that  the  whole  people  be  benefitted. 

While  we  have  named  the  things  we  need,  yet  the  vari- 
ous items  must  be  met  and  decided  in  such  a way  as  not 
to  stagger  or  interfere  with  the  growth  and  welfare  of  the 
town  by  an  excessive  tax  rate.  Wise  counsel  must  pre- 
vail in  all  we  do,  in  order  that  the  tax  rate  will  not  be 
materially  raised,  and  on  the  other  hand  that  needed  im- 
provements will  not  be  too  long  postponed. 

We  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  the  ability  and 
the  fairmindedness  of  a great  majority  of  our  citizens,  to 
meet  these  great  questions  and  settle  them  fairly.  The 
following  departments  that  are  directly  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Selectmen,  namely:  The  Street  Department, 
Police  Department,  Street  Lighting,  Laying  Dust,  the 
Current  and  Incidental  Department,  and  Soldiers’  Relief, 
we  will  consider  in  the  order  named  and  make  such 
recommendations  as  we  deem  sufficient  for  their  support 
and  maintainance  for  the  year  1912,  as  follows:  Current 

and  Incidental,  $15,000;  Highway  Department,  $21,000; 
Curbing  Sidewalks,  $3,000;  Concrete  Sidewalks,  $3,000. 
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Street  Lighting.  $16,000;  Police  Department,  $7,500; 
Laying  Dust.  $6,000  ; Soldiers'  Relief,  $2,500;  Observance 
of  Memorial  Day.  $300;  Insurance  Town  Buildings.  $600.

The  above  tables  prove  that  this  department,  for  the 
year  just  closed,  has  eclipsed  any  year  in  the  history  of 
the  town.  You  will  note  that  the  years  of  1906-7-8  have 
been  entirely  collected,  this  year,  while  only  $804.94  re- 
main unpaid  o'f  the  State.  County  and  Town  Tax,  of  the 
years  1909-10.  The  apparently  small  per  cent,  of  collec- 
tion of  the  1911  excise  tax  is  due  to  a contention  on  the 
construction  of  state  law,  between  the  assessors  and  the 
Interstate  railroad  which  will  probably  be  straightened 
out  and  the  tax  paid  before  this  report  will  appear  in 
print. 

The  1911  Betterment  Taxes  are  payable  without  in- 
terest to  May  I,  1912. 

This  report  completes  fourteen  years  I have  served 
you  as  Collector  of  Taxes.  In  that  time  I have  collected 
and  paid  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer,  promptly  and  cor- 
rectly, some  $3,300,000. 

I desire,  in  closing  the  report,  to  heartily  thank  the 
taxpayers  of  Attleborough,  for  their  uniformily,  courteous 
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treatment  to  myself  and  assistants,  in  the  performance  of 
a duty,  that,  while  necessary,  is  oftimes  unpleasant,  by 
virtue  of  its  character.

Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners 
for  1911 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleboro: — 

The  most  important  work  of  the  past  year  was  the 
grading  about  the  Newell  shelter  building.  This  grading 
is  now  practically  completed  together  with  the  necessary 
walkways  about  the  shelter  and  a semi-circular  driveway 
leading  from  the  main  roadway  to  the  shelter  and  back 
again  to  the  said  roadway. 

A drinking  fountain  was  installed  near  the  shelter 
and  benches  were  arranged  around  inside  the  shelter,  and 
the  place  is  always  in  use  and  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
frequenters  of  the  Park. 

Many  swings  and  tilting-boards  were  put  up  in  the 
“Bushee”  grove  and  they  proved  extremely  popular  with 
the  young  people.  Sundays  and  holidays  find  them  in 
great  demand  with  always  many  awaiting  an  opportunity 
to  use  them. 

Capron  Park  is  perfectly  adapted  for  band  concerts 
and  is  the  only  place  in  town  that  is  so,  and  the  Town 
makes  a great  mistake  in  not  appropriating  a sum  each 
year  ‘for  a number  of  them.  The  two  or  three  of  last 
which  were  provided  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  were  much  appreciated  by  a large  number  of 
people. 

Another  acre  has  been  dressed  down  and  seeded,  sev- 
eral hundred  feet  of  Walkway  built  and  a small  amount 
of  roadway  brought  into  good  condition.  The  pond  has 
been  enlarged  by  removing  loam  and  mud  for  use  as  a 
top-dressing.  The  park  lacks  a rich  top  soil  and  the 
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cleaning*  of  the  pond  has  worked  to  the  bettering  of  both 
the  pond  and  the  land  about  it. 

Many  new  trees  have  been  set  out  and  practically  all 
of  the  old  unsightly  stumps  are  now  removed.  The  cut 
worms  compelled  the  replanting  of  nearly  all  the  flowers 
which  were  set  out  last  spring,  and  we  were  obliged  to 
replace  ‘forty  evergreens  which  were  winter-killed.  We 
are  told  hundreds  were  lost  at  Roger  Williams  Park. 

Several  citizens  showed  their  interest  in  the  park  work 
by  contributing  plants,  Mr.  Albert  Babcock  and  Mr. 
Cloutier  contributing  dahlias  and  Mr.  Hasler  asters.  The 
proprietor  of  the  Newell  Hot  Houses  again  showed  his 
extreme  liberality  by  donating  over  five  hundred  potted 
plants,  which  enabled  us  to  make  quite  an  added  display 
of  flowers  this  summer. 

A very  pretty  rustic  summer  house  was  built  in  the 
“Pierian”  grove,  which  work  was  kindly  supervised  by 
the  President  of  the  Pierian  Club.  It  is  purposed  another 
summer  to  cover  it  with  growing  vines. 

The  Attleboro  Steam  & Electric  Company  added  to 
their  already  generous  contribution  of  service  by  install- 
ing more  lights  at  the  Shelter  building  and  at  the  Pond. 
Pond. 

That  the  Town  appreciates  their  park  is  evidenced  by 
the  hearty  financial  support  accorded  it  as  well  as  by  the 
numerous  gifts  of  a private  nature,  and  for  the  past  two 
or  three  years  the  money  appropriated  in  excess  of  the 
regular  two  thousand  dollars  has  been  very  nearly  all  the 
Commissioners  have  had  for  new  extensions  outside  of 
the  regular  maintenance  of  the  park.  In  order  that  the 
new  work  be  extended  reasonably  the  coming  year  we 
recommend  that  three  thousand  dollars  be  appropriated.

Recommendations  of  the  Board  of 
Water  Commissioners 


As  in  former  years,  the  greatest  problem  that  con- 
fronts the  Water  Commissioners  is  the  financial  ques- 
tion ; and  we  earnestly  desire  at  this  time  to  establish 
some  course  of  management  whereby  the  work  of  the 
department  may  be  successfully  carried  on  without  in- 
creasing- the  present  indebtedness  by  the  issue  of  bonds. 
To  substantiate  our  position  in  the  matter,  we  need  only 
to  call  attention  to  one  item  on  the  Financial  Statement 
of  this  report,  “Interest  on  Bonds,  $25,365.00.”  In  addi- 
tion to  the  interest,  we  must  place  in  the  Sinking  Fund, 
yearly,  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  for  the  payment  of  matured 
bonds.  Both  of  these  items  would  be  greatly  lessened  if 
the  work  could  be  carried  on  a few  years  without  resort- 
ing to  a bond  issue. 

The  receipts  of  the  department  this  past  year  have 
exceeded  those  of  any  previous  year,  and  we  expect  a 
slight  increase  for  the  year  1912;  but  they  are  not  now, 
and  cannot  be  for  several  years  to  come,  sufficient  to 
cover  the  usual  running  expenses  of  the  department,  the 
interest,  and  the  amount  required  for  the  Sinking  Fund. 
To  obtain  this  necessary  amount,  we  respectfully  ask 
of  the  Town  the  usual  water  rates  for  the  amount  of 
water  consumed  in  schools  and  other  town  buildings  as 
registered  by  meters  in  those  buildings,  a certain  amount 
for  street  sprinkling,  and  the  sum  of  $30.00  'for  each 
hydrant  in  the  town,  as  was  done  in  the  years  of  1896- 
1897.  With  this  aid  we  are  confident  that  our  heavy  in- 
debtedness would  gradually  lessen,  and  that  a few  years 
hence,  with  increased  receipts  and  decreased  interest  ac- 
count, the  department  would  be  on  a self-supporting 
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basis.  Without  such  aid,  we  should  be  obliged  to  ask 
for  a direct  appropriation  of  about  $20,000.00  to  carry  on 
the  maintenance  work  and  the  necessary  construction. 

It  may  seem  unreasonable  for  a department  whose  re- 
ceipts are  $47,000.00  to  be  asking  for  $20,000.00  more ; 
but  this  is  the  point  we  wish  thoroughly  understood : 
more  than  three-fourths  of  the  receipts  ‘from  water  sup- 
ply has  to  go  for  interest  and  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  leav- 
ing the  department  only  $12,000.00  approximately  that 
can  be  used  for  the  work.  Such  an  amount  is  wholly  in- 
adequate and  must  be  supplemented  by  more  substantial 
support  from  the  town. 

In  previous  years,  bonds  have  been  issued  to  secure  the 
needed  funds,  until  now  the  outstanding  bonds  are 
$675,500.00  on  which  we  are  paying  interest.  We  feel 
justified  in  asking  the  town  to  carefully  consider  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Water  Department,  and  to  co- 
operate with  us  in  relieving  the  depression  under  which 
it  is  struggling. 

The  Hoppin  Hill  Reservoir  has  been  successfully  fin- 
ished. and  is  now  well  filled  with  water.  It  has  been 
properly  fenced,  the  driveway  put  in  good  condition,  and 
all  bills  are  paid. 

There  is  no  immediate  prospect  of  many  long  main 
line  extensions : the  Pumping  Station  is  in  good  condi- 
tion : the  shop  and  barn  are  well  equipped  with  teams, 
tools  and  stock : therefore,  we  have  but  one  enterprise  of 
any  extent  which  we  contemplate  for  the  coming  year — 
it  is  the  dredging  of  Orr’s  pond.  The  benefit  derived 
from  this  would  be  two-fold,  first : we  should  get  clearer 
water  if  at  any  time  it  became  necessary  to  pump  direct 
from  the  pond  to  the  mains:  and.  second:  we  should 
greatly  increase  the  capacity  of  the  pond,  and  in  the  same 
measure,  increase  our  water  supply. 

We  believe  that  a considerable  progress  could  be  made 
on  this  work  for  $5,000.00  and  that  it  might  avoid  an  ex- 
pense of  $3,000.00  or  more  'for  laying  a pipe  from  the 
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Reservoir  to  the  Pumping  Station,  which  must  neces- 
sarily be  done  when  we  are  forced  to  rely  on  the  Reser- 
voir for  our  supply. 

This  measure  we  strongly  recommend  for  the  rea*sons 
stated,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Town,  as  soli- 
cited. we  believe  that  the  work  can  be  accomplished 
without  great  financial  embarrassment  to  the  depart- 
ment. At  any  event,  we  wish  to  emphatically  state  that 
our  energy  will  be  directed  toward  some  course  whereby 
we  may  meet  the  gradually  increasing  needs  of  the  Town 
by  such  moderate  outlay  as  can  be  defrayed  without  the 
aid  of  bonds.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

In  accordance  with  custom,  I herewith  present  the 
report  of  the  superintendent  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1911 : 


Main  Line  Extensions. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  under  Superintendent 
George  H.  Snell,  the  main  pipe  was  laid  on  Leedham, 
Pond  and  Brown  streets,  a distance  of  3,372  feet.  This 
was  an  expensive  line  as  the  work  was  done  in  the  coldest 
winter  months.  There  have  already  been  twelve  houses 
connected  on  the  line,  the  revenue  from  which  nearly 
equals  5 per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  construction.  The  Dexter 
street  main  was  extended  a distance  of  1,152  feet,  and  Ave 
are  now  receiving  income  from  five  connections.  A line 
of  1,959  feet  was  laid  on  Turner  street,  upon  the  guar- 
antee of  the  Crown  Manufacturing  Company  and  the 
Home  Bleach  and  Dye  Works.  We  do  not  expect  large 
revenue  from  this  line,  but  it  was  recommended  by  town 
officials  as  a strong  inducement  'for  the  Crown  Manufac- 
turing Company  to  locate  in  that  section  ; and  the  revenue 
to  the  town  from  such  a plant  as  theirs  will  greatly  ex- 
ceed the  cost  of  laying  the  pipe. 

Other  than  the  lines  above  mentioned,  the  main  pipe 
laid  has  been  short  distances,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  fol- 
lowing table :

In  May  a blacksmith  was  employed  at  the  barn  who 
has  done  nearly  all  the  work  in  that  line  on  the  tools, 
teams,  etc.  Threading  pipe  and  repairing  meters  has 
also  been  a part  of  his  work. 

The  department  purchased  a Buick  auto  which  has 
been  extensively  used.  The  expense  of  it  has  been  much 
less  than  the  one  purchased  the  previous  year,  and  I 
would  recommend  that  the  Fuller  car  be  exchanged  for 
one  similar  to  the  Buick.

WATER  ORDINANCES 


Section  i.  Water  Commissioners  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting,  after  the  annual  Town  election,  choose. from 
their  number  a chairman.  Two  members  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  performance 
of  the  duties  of  the  Water  Commissioners.  The  Com- 
missioners may  appoint  and  remove  at  their  discretion 
a clerk,  who  shall  also  be  Water  Registrar,  a superin- 
tendent and  such  employees  or  agents  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  may  prescribe  their  duties.  They  may 
fix  the  salaries  of  such  clerk,  employees  and  agents  sub- 
ject to  the  instructions  and  control  of  the  Town. 

Sec.  2.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  the  exclusive 
and  entire  charge,  superintendence  and  oversight  of  all 
land,  structures,  work  and  apparatus  designed  and  pro- 
vided for  obtaining  and  supplying  pure  water  for  the 
uses  of  the  Town.  They  shall  have  the  exclusive  control 
and  management  of  the  uses,  repairs  and  extensions  of 
such  work  and  structures,  whether  newly  determined 
upon  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  control  and 
jurisdiction  over  all  sources  of  supply  possessed  by  the 
Town,  and  all  lands  appurtenant  thereto,  owned  or  law- 
fully controlled  by  the  Town,  and  they  may  exercise  all 
rights  as  to  entry  upon  and  passage  over  private  prem- 
ises which  are  now  or  may  become  vested  in  the  Town, 
belonging  or  relating  to  the  management  of  the  water 
works  and  supply  of  water. 

Sec.  4.  The  Water  Board  shall  use  diligent  care  for 
the  protection  and  security  of  all  sources  of  water  from 
which  a supply  is  obtained,  so  that  the  purity  thereof 
may  not  be  impaired. 

Sec.  5.  The  Water  Board  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
each  calendar  month,  meet  and  examine  all  bills  and 
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claims  incurred  by  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  duty 
and  all  claims  approved  shall  be  certified  by  them  before 
payment  of  the  same  by  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Water  Board  shall  keep  a full  record  of  their 
proceedings,  and  they  shall,  at  the  annual  Town  meeting 
make  a report  in  detail  to  the  Town  of  their  official  acts 
and  doings  for  the  year  preceding,  with  estimates  of 
expenditures  and  receipts  for  the  year  succeeding,  and 
such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  may  seem  to 
them  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town. 

Sec.  6.  The  Water  Board  shall  make  all  proper 
arrangements  for  the  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  use 
at  fires,  and  for  furnishing  the  same  in  the  most  efficient 
and  suitable  manner.  They  shall,  in  consultation  with 
the  Selectmen,  arrange  for  such  supply  of  water  as  may 
be  required  for  operating  any  public  fountains,  or  orna- 
mental public  water  works,  for  flushing  and  cleansing 
public  sewers  and  drains,  for  sprinkling  streets,  and  for 
any  other  use  clearly  distinct  from  that  of  ordinary 
water  takers. 

Sec.  7.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  exclusive  charge 
of  the  supply  of  water,  may  make  all  the  necessary 
arrangements  therefor,  and  such  rules  and  regulations 
and  rates  as  they  may  deem  to  be  judicious. 

Sec.  8.  The  following  rules  and  regulations  are 
hereby  established,  and,  together  with  such  rules,  regu- 
lations and  rates  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  made  by 
the  Water  Board,  under  the  authority  of  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  considered  a part  of  the  contract  with 
every  person  who  takes  the  water,  and  the  fact  of  taking 
shall  be  considered  as  expressing  assent  on  the  part  of 
the  taker  to  be  bound  thereby. 

Whenever  any  of  them  is  violated,  although  two  or 
more  parties  may  receive  the  water  through  the  same 
pipe,  the  water  shall  be  cut  off  and  not  let  on  again 
except  by  order  of  the  .Water  Board,  and  on  payment 
of  one  dollar,  and  in  case  o>f  such  violation,  any  payment

for  the  water  by  the  person  committing  such  violation 
shall  be  forfeited. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

1.  Application  for  the  use  of  water  must  be  made 
in  writing  at  the  office  of  the  Water  Registrar  in  the 
prescribed  form,  and  must  state  fully  and  truly  the  use 
which  it  is  to  be  applied. 

No  water  shall  be  supplied  by  takers  to  persons  not 
entitled  to  its  use. 

2.  All  persons  taking  the  water  shall  keep  the  service 
pipes  within  their  premises  in  good  repair  and  protected 
from  frost  at  their  own  expense,  and  they  shall  be  held 
liable  'for  all  damages  resulting  from  their  failure  to  do 
so.  They  shall  provide  a stop  and  waste  cock,  to  be 
properly  located  inside  the  building,  and  have  the  pipes 
so  arranged  that  the  water  can  be  drawn  from  them 
whenever  there  is  danger  of  its  freezing. 

3.  They  shall  prevent  all  voluntary  waste  of  water, 
and  shall  not  allow  water  to  run  through  their  fixtures 
to  prevent  freezing,  and  there  shall  be  no  concealment 
of  the  purpose  for  which  the  water  is  used. 

4.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  pipes 
or  fixtures  inserted  by  the  Town  except  by  persons 
authorized  by  the  Water  Board,  who  shall  be  allowed 
to  enter  the  premises  to  examine  the  apparatus,  the 
quantity  of  water  used  and  the  manner  of  its  use  and  to 
ascertain  whether  there  is  any  unnecessary  waste. 

5.  The  Town  reserves  to  itself  the  right,  whenever 
the  Water  Board  deems  it  necessary  to  repair  the  works, 
to  shut  ofif  the  water  in  whole  or  in  part. 

6.  The  Water  Registrar  or  Superintendent,  or  their 
agents  or  assistants  may  enter  the  premises  of  any  water 
taker  to  examine  the  quantity  used  and  the  manner  of 
its  use  and  to  cut  off  the  water  for  non-payment  of  rent 
or  fines,  or  any  violation  of  these  regulations  or  for  any 
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other  necessary  purpose  connected  with  the  discharge  of 
their  duties. 

7.  Owners  shall  be  responsible  for  water  supplied  to 
their  premises.  When  water  is  supplied  to  more  than 
one  taker  through  a single  service,  the  bill  may  be  made 
either  to  the  owner  of  the  estate  or  by  the  direction  of 
the  owner  to  the  tenants ; but  in  case  of  non-payment 
the  water  may  be  shut  off,  notwithstanding  one  or  more 
takers  may  have  paid  their  proportion  to  such  owner  or 
the  Town. 

8.  A taker  may  be  required  at  any  time  to  attach  to 
the  service  pipe  of  his  premises  a meter  of  suitable  size, 
when  at  the  discretion  of  the  Water  Board  it  seems  for 
the  interest  of  the  Town.  And  in  all  such  cases  the  rates 
for  the  current  year  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  meter  read- 
ings, even  if  a bill  by  fixture  rates  has  already  been 
settled. 

9.  All  service  pipe  and  stop  cocks  will  be  supplied 
and  put  down  to  the  sidewalk  line  by  the  Town.  All 
work  beyond  the  sidewalk  line  shall  be  done  under  the 
direction  and  approval  of  the  Water  Board  by  the  water 
taker  and  at  his  expense  both  for  labon  and  material. 

10.  In  all  cases  of  non-payment  for  water  rent  in 
thirty  days  after  the  same  is  due,  or  violating  the  above 
rules  the  water  may  be  shut  off.  The  sum  of  $1  will  be 
charged  for  letting  it  on. 

11.  Since  January  1,  1902,  no  person  or  persons 

are  allowed  to  connect  two  or  more  houses  together 
through  one  service  connection  with  the  main  water  pipe 
unless  by  special  permit  from  the  Water  Board;  and  if 
any  are  so  connected  in  the  future  without  permission 
the  water  may  be  shut  off  from  the  service  in  use  until 
a new  service  connection  is  made  with  the  connecting 
house. 

On  all  services  where  two  or  more  houses  are  now 
connected  through  one  service  the  owner  shall  not  have 
the  benefit  of  the  sliding  scale  of  water  rates  until  the 
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average  of  each  house  so  connected  amounts  to  the  same 
as  allowed  by  the  same  rates  for  a single  house. 

12.  The  Water  Board  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to 
shut  off  the  water  at  the  street  service  from  the  property 
of  any  person  or  persons  disconnecting  or  taking  out  a 
water  meter  on  their  premises  without  permission,  and 
water  so  turned  off  shall  not  be  let  on  again  until  a 
satisfactory  settlement  for  same  offense  is  made  with  the 
Water  Board. 

13.  All  persons  or  firms  wishing  to  have  private  hy- 
drants or  sprinklers  connected  with  the  town  water 
supply  shall  make  application  to  the  Water  Board  and 
sign  any  application  for  same,  by  which  they  agree  to 
comply  with  the  by-laws  of  the  department,  and  also  file 
a plan  of  piping  for  the  entire  system  and  the  water  will 
not  be  turned  on  until  the  system  is  inspected  by  the 
Board  or  their  representatives. 

The  Water  Board  shall  inspect  the  system  as  often 
as  they  deem  necessary,  and  if  any  repairs  are  necessary 
they  shall  be  made  by  them  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

All  outside  piping  connecting  with  the  Town  system 
shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Department  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner  . 

All  valves  and  private  hydrants  shall  be  sealed  by  the 
Water  Department. 

14.  All  persons  or  firms  having  private  fire  connec- 
tions for  sprinklers  and  private  hydrants  on  the  premises 
or  in  buildings  are  forbidden  to  use  the  water  for  any 
purpose  excepting  fires,  and  shall  not  open  any  private 
hydrant  in  or  out  of  the  building  for  any  other  pur- 
poses, excepting  fire,  unless  by  permission  of  the  Water 
Board. 

For  any  violation  of  this  by-law  the  Water  Board  may 
impose  a fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  and  not  more  than 
$20.00. 

If  water  is  used  for  any  other  purposes  than  for  fires 
the  Water  Board  shall  estimate  the  amount  so  used 
and  shall  charge  regular  rates. 
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I'f  the  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  not  paid  when  presented 
the  Water  Board  may  shut  off  the  water  furnished  the 
private  hydrants  or  sprinklers  from  the  town  supply 
until  such  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  paid  and  the  sum  of 
two  dollars  shall  be  charged  for  turning  it  on. 

15.  All  services  shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Board 
from  the  sidewalk  to  the  cellar  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner.  The  Water  Board  may  make  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  the  owner’s  part  and  may  demand  a deposit  for 
the  same  before  laying  the  pipe. 

Applicants  wishing  a service  pipe  laid  when  there  is 
frost  in  the  ground  shall  pay  the  extra  expense  caused 
by  the  frost,  on  the  part  laid  by  the  town. 

16.  Applications  for  extensions  of  mains  through 
private  ways  or  grounds  shall  in  no  case  be  granted  un- 
less the  owner  thereof  executes  a proper  instrument 
securing  to  the  town  the  right  of  permanent  occupation, 
free  from  any  acts  of  interference  that  shall  affect  the 
safety  of  the  pipe,  and  securing  to  the  department  free 
right  of  entrance  for  purposes  of  inspection  and  main- 
tenance. 

1 7.  The  town  pond,  South  Attleborough,  shall  be 
open  for  fishing,  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  to  residents  of 
the  Town  of  xWtleborough  only,  upon  application  at  the 
water  office  for  permission.  No  fishing  through  the  ice 
will  be  allowed.  There  shall  be  no  dead  fish  left  around 
the  pond  or  thrown  into  the  water.  No  nuisances  shall 
be  committed  around  the  pond  or  from  boats,  and  every 
care  shall  be  taken  by  persons  fishing  not  to  contaminate 
the  purity  of  the  water.  Persons  having  permits  shall 
show  them  to  any  officer  of  the  Town  or  Water  Depart- 
ment when  called  upon  to  do  so.  Anyone  caught  fishing 
without  a permit,  or  in  any  way  violating  this  by-law, 
will  be  refused  permission  to  fish  and  will  be  prosecuted 
to  the  full  extent  of  the  law. 

Sec.  9.  The  water  rates  and  meter  rents  shall  be  pay- 
able semi-annually  in  advance  on  the  first  days  of  Janu- 
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ary  and  July  of  each  year.  All  charges  for  specific 
supplies  or  supplies  for  fractional  parts  of  the  year  shall 
be  payable  in  advance  and  before  the  water  is  let  on.  In 
all  cases  when  the  consumption  of  water  is  ascertained 
by  meters,  any  excess  of  the  minimum  rates  shall  be 
payable  annually,  quarterly  or  monthly,  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  Water  Board.  Bills  for  the  same  shall  be 
due  when  rendered. 

Sec.  io.  If  any  person  shall  turn  on  or  turn  off  the 
water  in  any  public  water  pipes  or  reservoirs  without  the 
license  of  the  Water  Board  he  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty 
of  not  less  than  $3  nor  more  than  $20  upon  conviction 
thereof  before  a trial  justice  or  court  having  jurisdiction 
of  offenses  arising  under  town  by-laws.

Report  of  Chief  of  Police 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

I herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  work  of  the  Police 
Department  during  the  year  1911. 

The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  investigated 
and  prosecuted  this  year  as  compared  with  any  other 
year,  not  only  indicates  a rapid  growth  of  the  town,  but 
emphasizes  the  necessity  of  an  efficient  police  force. 

The  regular  officers  as  well  as  the  special  officers  have 
done  excellent  work  during  the  past  year,  and  I take  this 
time  to  say  a more  harmonious  body  does  not  exist. 
This  is  an  element  most  necessary  to  the  efficiency  of  a 
Police  Department. 

There  are  important  parts  of  the  town  now  unpro- 
tected, owing  to  an  inadequate  number  of  men.  We 
cover  only  what  we  can  cover  well.  It  would  be  well  if 
something  could  be  done  to  relieve  the  present  congested 
condition  at  police  headquarters.  We  are  in  sad  need 
of  more  house  room  as  well  as  cell  rooms.  We  have  but 
six  cells,  and  on  several  occasions  during  the  past  year 
we  have  had  fourteen  prisoners  to  care  for.  Six  locked 
up  and  eight  in  the  cell  room  on  cot  beds  and  on  the  floor, 
with  an  officer  on  guard.  We  have  had  no  serious 
trouble  arising  from  this  inconvenience,  but  we  have  no 
assurance  that  we  will  not  in  the  future. 

My  report  would  be  most  incomplete  if  I did  not  em- 
phasize the  need  of  some  means  of  conveyance.  We  have 
absolutely  nothing  in  the  way  of  conveyance  upon  which 
we  can  rely  at  all  times.  This  department  has  paid  out 
about  four  hundred  dollars  during  the  past  year  for  hire 
of  teams  and  autos,  to  say  nothing  of  the  inconvenience 
caused  by  delays,  and  in  some  cases  not  being  able  to 
secure  conveyance  at  all. 
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The  fourth  district  court  will  soon  occupy  its  new 
quarters.  This  fact  brings  with  it  the  necessity  of 
transporting  prisoners  to  court  each  day  or  march  them 
through  the  street.  The  latter  method  I assume,  would 
not  be  acceptable  to  the  people. 

Officer  Gingras  with  his  motorcycle  has  played  a very- 
prominent  part  in  the  success  of  this  department  the 
past  year,  not  only  in  the  prosecution  of  auto  cases,  but 
in  many  other  cases. 

This  machine  seems  to  be  an  indespensible  element  in 
the  present  equipment  of  the  departmnt.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

The  School  Committee  herewith  submit  their  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1911,  and  without  fear 
of  contradiction  can  say  that  the  schools  of  Attleborough 
were  never  in  better  condition.  The  buildings  are  all  in 
fairly  good  repair,  well  ventilated  and  heated,  with  the 
necessary  sanitaries,  and  the  corps  of  teachers  the  best 
we  can  secure  with  the  funds  at  our  disposal.  The  value 
of  good  teachers  is  becoming  more  and  more  recognized 
by  the  towns  throughout  the  commonwealth  and  their 
salaries  are  being  raised  slowly  to  a point  commensurate 
with  their  worth.  Although  wc  feel  that  the  salaries  of 
the  teachers  of  this  town  are  still  below  what  should  be 
paid  to  get  the  best  possible  results,  yet  we  think  they 
will  compare  favorably  with  other  towns  of  our  size  in 
the  state.  At  the  same  time  it  is  becoming  more  difficult 
each  year  to  replace  teachers  without  increasing  our  ap- 
propriation. 

We  have  endeavored  to  keep  our  expenses  as  low  as 
possible ; yet  we  find  that  we  are  obliged  to  report  a 
slight  overdraw  of  our  appropriation,  due  mainly  to  the 
prices  we  are  obliged  to  pay  for  teachers  and  for  the 
transportation  of  pupils. 

The  evening  schools  this  year  were  more  largely  at- 
tended than  ever  before  and  exceeded  our  estimate  for 
their  support,  but  we  feel  that  the  money  was  well  spent, 
and  we  are  planning  to  make  the  term  sixteen  weeks  next 
year  instead  of  twelve  as  at  present. 

Since  the  Town  instructed  the  Committee  to  pay  for 
the  transportation  of  pupils  from  the  Lona  Cut  district, 
our  transportation  bills  have  increased  very  rapidly,  and 
if  we  are  obliged  to  continue  the  same  for  another  year,  we 
shall  be  obliged  to  ask  for  nearly  $4000.00  for  our  trans- 
portation account.  We  believe  that  the  majority  of  the 
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pupils  are  well  able  to  walk  a greater  distance  than  they 
are  now  doing,  but  while  we  are  compellel  to  transport 
them  from  one  section,  it  would  be  unfair  to  compel 
pupils  in  other  sections  to  walk  a like  distance. 

During  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  install  new 
furnaces  in  the  Pleasant  street  school,  quite  a little  in- 
side repairing  and  painting  has  been  done  at  the  various 
buildings,  and  the  Pleasant  street  house  has  been 
shingled.  We  do  not  know  of  any  very  expensive  repairs 
that  will  be  needed  in  the  up-keep  of  the  grounds  and 
buildings  during  the  year  1912,  unless  the  Town  desires 
to  drain  and  grade  the  balance  of  the  Bliss  lot,  which  we 
estimate  would  cost  Siooo.  A part  might  be  done  this 
year  and  a part  next  if  the  Town  so  desires. 

During  the  last  two  or  three  years  we  have  expended 
a small  sum  from  our  incidental  account  to  beautify  the 
school  grounds  by  setting  out  hedges,  etc.,  and  we  be- 
lieve the  Committee  should  continue  along  that  line  for 
several  years,  or  until  all  the  grounds  have  been  put  in  a 
more  respectable  condition. 

It  is  needless  for  us  here  to  rehearse  the  needs  of  the 
Town  in  regard  to  a new  building  for  the  High  School — 
the  Town  having  purchased  a lot  last  year  and  appointed 
a committee  to  procure  plans  and  specifications  and  get 
estimates.  We  trust  that  the  Town  will  make  an  appro- 
priation at  the  March  meeting  so  that  the  building  will 
be  started  the  coming  year. 

The  need  of  a school  on  Thacher  street  is  such  that 
the  Committee  recommend  the  erection  of  a four-room 
brick  building  on  the  lot  purchased  last  year  by  the 
Town,  the  same  to  be  so  constructed  that  it  can  easily  be 
made  into  an  eight-room  building. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $81,300,  with  the  Dog  Fund,  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
public  schools,  the  same  to  include  the  Educational  Ac- 
count, Incidentals  and  Repairs,  Text-Books  and  Supplies, 
Transportation,  Benevolence,  Evening  Schools,  Vaca- 
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tion  Schools,  and  School  Physician.  A proposed  increase 
in  the  maximum  salaries  of  teachers  is  taken  into  account 
in  these  figures.

The  most  important  educational  accomplishment  of  the 
year  was  the  action  of  the  Committee.  May  15.  1911. 
raising  the  age  at  which  children  may  enter  grade  one 
from  five  years  to  six.  but  allowing  those  whose  sixth 
birthday  occurs  before  January  first  of  the  following 
year  to  enter  school  in  September.  Careful  investigation 
disclosed  the  fact  that  very  few  towns  in  Massachusetts 
having  an  elementary  school  course  of  eight  years  be- 
low the  high  school,  and  a high  school  course  of  four 
years,  allowed  children  five  years  old  to  enter  the  first 
grade.  In  practically  all  the  towns  having  such  a course. 
: ' - " f ; ' six  years 

In  towns  where  the  children  were  allowed  to  enter  at 
five,  there  was  usually  an  elementary  course  of  nine  years 
or  a high  school  course  of  five  years. 

Pupils  in  other  towns  had  the  advantage  over  our 
pupils  of  entering  school  a year  Ider  and  thus  being  bet- 
ter able  physically  and  mentally  to  do  school  work,  or  of 
remaining  in  school  a year  longer  and  thus  having  the 
advantage  of  a year’s  extra  study.  Inasmuch  as  we  al- 
ready have  an  elementary  course  of  eight  years,  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  a course  of  such  length  is  fast  be- 
coming general  throughout  Xew  England.  it  was  thought 
best  not  to  change  the  length  of  the  elementary  course, 
but  to  raise  the  school  age. 

This  vote  was  put  in  effect  for  the  fall  term  this  year. 
It  practically  raised  the  entering  age  eight  months.  As 
a result  some  of  our  first  grade  classes,  at  present,  are 
much  smaller  than  thev  have  been  for  vears.  This  is  a 
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decided  advantage  for  the  pupils,  as  they  receive  so  much 
more  of  the  teacher’s  attention  and  will  consequently  be 
much  better  prepared  for  second  grade  work  next  year. 
And  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  as  these  pupils  move 
along  through  the  grades  they  will  be  able  to  do  better 
work  on  the  average  than  the  pupils  are  doing  now. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  number  of  pupils 
entering  grade  one  this  year  was  about  one  hundred  less 
than  last  year,  our  total  average  membership  for  Septem- 
ber, 1911,  was  only  55  less  than  for  September,  1910,  and 
for  December,  1911,  it  was  24  more  than  'for  De- 
cember, 1911.  This  means  that  we  actually  have 
in  school  more  pupils  in  December  this  year  than 
we  had  at  the  same  time  last  year,  although 
we  would  naturally  expect  the  number  would 
be  less.  This  shows  that  the  school  population  is  steadily 
increasing.  Twenty  rooms  out  of  twenty-nine  in  the 
Sanford  Street,  Richardson  and  Bliss  Schools  show  an 
average  membership  of  forty  or  more  for  the  month  of 
December,  seventeen  showing  an  average  of  more  than 
forty,  and  twelve  a membership  of  forty-four  or  more. 
If  we  consider  forty  as  the  number  of  pupils  that  a 
teacher  can  instruct  efficiently,  it  will  be  seen  that 
nearly  two-thirds  of  the  rooms  in  these  schools  have 
more  pupils  than  they  should  have.  Another  year 
will  probably  see  conditions  much  worse  than  they  are 
now.  The  erection  of  a school  building  on  Thacher 
street  will  relieve  the  situation  somewhat  for  a time,  but 
at  the  rate  the  Town  is  growing  it  will  be  only  a short 
time  before  another  building  will  be  needed.  If  the  Town 
votes  to  erect  a new  high  school  building,  it  can  hardly 
be  ready  for  occupancy  before  September,  1913,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  that  by  September,  1914,  part  of  the  old 
high  school  building  will  be  needed  for  a grade  school. 
The  Town  is  growing  so  rapidly  and  in  so  many  different 
directions  that  it  is  hard  to  foresee  just  where  the  need 
for  a new  building  will  next  show  itself,  but  judging 
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from  the  number  of  pupils  now  receiving  transportation 
I should  say  that  it  would  be  in  the  Pleasant  street  sec- 
tion. When  the  Bliss  School  was  built  it  was  thought 
that  all  the  pupils  from  the  Pleasant  street  section  could 
attend  that  school.  This  plan  was  carried  out  only  one 
year.  After  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  assign  pupils 
promoted  from  the  Pleasant  Street  School  to  the  Sanford 
Street  School,  there  being  pupils  enough  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  of  the  Bliss  School  to  fill  that  building.  The 
erection  of  a new  building  for  the  High  School 
would  leave  the  old  building,  situated  as  conveniently  for 
that  section  as  either  the  Bliss  or  San'ford  Street  School, 
for  the  pupils  coming  from  Pleasant  street,  and  would 
probably  defer  the  erection  of  a new  grade  building  for 
a number  of  years. 

Some  attempt  has  been  made  each  year  to  emphasize 
some  particular  subject  or  to  interest  teachers  in  some 
special  phase  of  educational  effort.  For  several  years 
we  paid  special  attention  to  reading  from  the  primary 
grade  through  the  eighth.  In  many  of  our  schools  the 
pupil  seldom  stands  at  his  desk  and  reads  to  the  teacher, 
but  advances  to  the  front  of  the  room,  faces  the  class  and 
reads  to  his  classmates.  He  tries  to  express  to  them  the 
thought  he  gets  from  the  book.  As  a result  of  this  con- 
tinued effort  pupils  read  with  much  better  expression 
than  they  did  a few  years  ago.  Silent  reading  is  not  ne- 
glected and  pupils  are  frequently  tested  on  their  ability 
to  reproduce  the  story  they  have  read.  Last  year  we  en- 
deavored to  stimulate  the  pupils  to  greater  self-activity, 
with  the  thought  that  the  more  a pupil  did  for  himself 
the  stronger  character  he  would  develop. 

This  year  we  are  giving  special  attention  to  oral  arith- 
metic, spelling  and  writing. 

Teachers  are  instructed  to  spend  one-third  the  time 
given  to  arithmetic  on  oral  work,  with  the  recommenda- 
tion that  if  possible  ten  minutes  per  day  be  allowed.  The 
oral  work  for  the  four  upper  grades  is  to  consist  largely 
of  fractions.  Accuracy  and  speed  are  our  aims. 
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In  spelling,  tests  by  the  superintendent  have  been 
given  in  the  grades  above  the  third,  each  month,  the 
papers  ranked  for  writing  as  well  as  spelling,  and  each 
teacher  notified  of  the  three  schools  having  the  highest 
rank  in  her  grade.  The  papers  also  are  sent  from  school 
to  school  so  that  each  teacher  may  see  the  work  done  by 
the  other  teachers  in  her  grade.  As  a result  of  this  work 
there  has  been  a marked  improvement  in  the  writing  and 
in  the  averages  of  spelling,  and  it  is  our  ambition  to  make 
this  improvement  permanent. 

Teachers’  Salaries 

Five  years  ago,  in  1907,  in  addition  to  the  amount 
asked  for  by  the  School  Committee  for  school  expenses, 
the  Town  voted  an  additional  appropriation  of  $2,500,  to 
be  used  to  increase  teachers’  salaries.  This  sum  enabled 
the  Committee  to  raise  the  maximum  salary  of  grade 
teachers  from  $500  to  $600,  and  of  High  School  teachers 
from  $700  to  $800.  Previous  to  this  increase  the  salaries 
paid  in  Attleborough  were  low  compared  with  towns  of 
corresponding  size.  This  increase  simply  raised  our  sala- 
ries on  a level  with  other  towns  of  our  size.  In  considera- 
tion of  the  higher  cost  of  living,  the  increasing  demand 
for  teachers,  and  the  fact  that  more  is  expected  of  teach- 
ers today  than  ever  before,  it  would  seem  as  if,  as  a mat- 
ter of  justice,  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  should  again 
be  increased.

MANUAL  TRAINING  AND  SEWING 

The  interest  shown  in  these  two  subjects  continues  un- 
abated. Bench  work  for  the  boys  of  the  eighth  grade  was 
begun  in  January,  1910,  the  classes  being  held  in  the 
South  Main  street  building.  In  May,  1911,  a canvass  of 
the  boys  showed  that  forty-three  would  take  manual 
training  as  a part  of  their  high  school  course  provided 
the  opportunity  were  given.  As  a result  of  this  canvass 
the  Committee  voted  to  make  manual  training  an  elective 
subject  for  the  'freshman  class  of  the  high  school  this 
year.  When  school  opened  in  September  it  was  found 
that  a number  of  those  who  had  signified  their  desire 
for  the  subject  had  not  entered  the  high  school,  the  num- 
ber being-  reduced  to  twenty-nine.  This  number,  how- 
ever, made  two  good  classes,  and  each  class  has  had 
about  three  hours  work  a week. 

To  introduce  this  subject  into  the  high  school  it  was 
necessary  to  employ  the  instructor  two  days  a week  in- 
stead of  one  as  we  had  been  doing.  This  was  made  pos- 
sible by  the  Trustees  of  the  Richardson  School  Fund 
paying  the  salary  of  the  instructor  for  the  additional  day. 

The  Trustees  are  also  to  be  thanked  for  a wood  turning 
lathe  and  a two-horse  power  motor,  together  with  over 
$50  worth  of  tools,  which  have  just  been  added  to  the 
manual  training  equipment.  This  will  make  possible 
this  year  a little  work  for  each  pupil  in  wood-turning  and 
pattern-making.  The  instructor  also  plans  some  work 
with  brass  or  copper  later  in  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that 
gradually  the  equipment  may  be  still  'furthter  increased 
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and  that  a second  year  of  manual  work  may  be  offered  as 
a part  of  the  high  school  course. 

The  work  in  sewing,  as  was  to  be  expected,  shows  con- 
siderable improvement  over  the  work  of  last  year.  The 
value  of  having  one  teacher  for  all  the  work,  instead  of 
having  the  work  done  by  the  different  teachers  in  the 
rooms,  is  plainly  evident.  Pupils  passing  from  room  to 
room  and  'from  grade  to  grade  lose  less  than  they  did  be- 
fore. Each  year’s  work  is  carefully  planned,  and  with 
the  carrying  out  of  the  plan  in  the  hands  of  one  teacher, 
more  rapid  progress  for  the  pupils  is  possible.  At  the 
public  exhibition  of  the  work  of  the  schools  last  June, 
the  work  in  manual  training  and  sewing  attracted  much 
attention  and  many  favorable  comments  were  heard. 
This  work  in  sewing,  like  the  manual  training  spoken  of 
above,  is  made  possible  by  the  fact  that  the  Trustees  of 
the  Richardson  School  Fund  pay  nearly  half  the  salary 
of  the  teacher  of  sewing. 

Transportation 

I called  attention  in  my  report  last  year  to  the  very 
rapid  increase  in  the  amount  expended  for  transportation 
in  the  last  five  years,  and  to  the  fact  of  a saving  of  $800 
in  this  item  of  expense  could  be  made  by  the  erection  of 
a school  building  on  Thacher  street.

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This  increase  in  transportation  expense  is  due  very 
largely  to  the  growth  of  two  sections  of  the  town — 
Pleasant  street  and  County  street  near  Thacher  street. 
In  the  Pleasant  street  section  we  are  'furnishing  trans- 
portation for  twenty-seven  more  pupils  than  we  did  in 
1906,  and  in  the  County  street  section  to  about  seventy- 
five  more.  We  are  also  transporting  fifteen  pupils  in  the 
Farmers  section  and  eight  in  South  Attleboro,  where  no 
pupil  received  transportation  five  years  ago.  An  at- 
tempt was  made  this  fall  to  reduce  this  expense  by  in- 
creasing the  distance  for  which  transportation  should  be 
furnished,  but  the  enforcement  of  the  plan  met  with  such 
strong  and  vigorous  opposition  from  the  parents  whose 
children  were  affected  that  after  a brief  trial  the  attempt 
was  given  up. 

At  the  present  time  we  are  furnishing  transportation 
for  315  pupils,  hi  by  barges  and  204  by  electrics.  Three 
barges  carry  an  average  of  21,  one  carries  12  and  the 
County  street  barge,  35.  I have  already  stated  that  from 
the  County  street  section  we  are  carrying  75  pupils  by 
car,  a special  car  running  morning  and  night  for  their 
accommodation.  This  means  that  from  the  County 
street  section  we  are  transporting  no  children.  I be- 
lieve it  is  a mistake  to  transport  so  many  pupils  from 
one  section,  and  that  for  the  good  o'f  the  pupils  and  the 
good  of  the  schools  the  erection  of  a school  building  on 
the  Thacher  street  lot  purchased  this  year  ought  to  be 
pushed  through  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

To  transport  these  pupils  this  year,  making  no  allow- 
ance for  an  increase  in  numbers,  which  is  sure  to  come, 
will  cost  $1,160.25.  An  increase  of  a few  pupils  will  carry 
this  figure  up  to  $1,200.  Our  total  transportation  expense 
for  1912,  based  on  present  conditions,  I estimate  at  $3,900. 
It  is  much  cheaper  and  better  to  furnish  transportation 
for  a few  pupils  than  to  have  a small  ungraded  school, 
but  when  the  number  gets  so  large  that  it  is  both  diffi- 
cult and  expensive  to  transport  them,  it  seems  to  me  that 
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the  erection  of  school  buildings  is  the  best  solution  of 
the  problem.  The  Town  is  growing  fast,  in  all  sections, 
and  school  buildings  must  necessarily  be  erected  to  keep 
up  with  this  growth.

The  High  School 

For  the  past  five  years  the  reports  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, the  Principal  of  the  High  School  and  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  have  urged  the  necessity  of  some 
action  regarding  a new  High  School  building.  In  1906 
the  Committee  recommended  that  “the  Town  take  meas- 
ures to  procure  a suitable  lot  for  a new  High  School 
building,  at  once,  as  plenty  of  time  and  great  care  should 
be  given  to  so  important  a matter.”  Five  years  after 
this  recommendation  was  made,  a lot  for  a new  building 
was  purchased  on  County  street.  The  matter  of  appro- 
priating money  for  a new  building  will  be  acted  upon  at 
the  coming  Town  meeting.  I do  not  wish  to  repeat  what 
has  been  said  regarding  the  need  of  a new  building.  A 
visit  to  the  school  or  inquiry  of  the  pupils  will  convince 
any  one  that  more  room  is  needed.  I simply  wish  to 
show  the  growth  of  the  school  since  1901-1902,  and  to 
state  again  that  the  seating  capacity  of  the  school  is  287. 


At  times  this  fall  there  has  been  an  enrollment  of  300.

that  oar  evening  school  term  was  too  short.  Very  little 
tan  be  accomplished  the  first  night  except  to  organize 
the  school  Making  allowance  for  stormy  nights,  sick- 
ness. etc.,  the  number  of  nights  that  the  pnpils  tan  work 
lively  is  reduced  to  thirty  or  thirty-two.  Some 
t nods  bar  ddy  get  well  sxarted  in  their  effort  to  acquire 
a kr;w]ecre  of  Eno'ish  when  the  sired  doses  It  seems 
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a pity  when  people  want  to  learn  and  to  better  their  con- 
dition not  to  afford  them  the  opportunity.  I believe  the 
money  spent  for  evening  schools  is  a good  investment 
for  the  Town,  and  that  a longer  term  would  prove  a 
benefit  to  the  pupils  more  than  proportionate  to  the  in- 
creased cost.  Accordingly,  I recommend  that  the  term 
of  the  evening  schools  be  increased  to  sixteen  weeks 
the  term  being  divided  so  that  the  schools  shall  be  in 
session  ten  weeks  before  Christmas  and  six  weeks  after 
the  Christmas  vacation.  This  arrangement  would  not  in- 
crease the  cost  for  i£)i 2,  but  would  increase  the  expense 
in  1913. 


Vacation  Schools 

The  vacation  schools  were  held  as  usual  in  Dodgeville 
and  Hebronville  for  six  weeks  during  the  summer,  from 
July  10  to  August  18,  1911.  The  attendance  this  year 
was  larger  than  ever  before,  an  additional  teacher  being 
employed  at  Hebronville.  These  schools  have  grown  from 
an  averag  attendance  of  55  in  1906  to  an  average  at- 
tendance of  139  in  1911,  while  the  cost  has  increased 
from  $255.24  to  $359-75  f°r  the  same  period,  nearly  three- 
fourths  of  this  increase  being  due  to  teachers’  salaries.

Age  and  Schooling  Certificates 

In  previous  reports  attention  has  been  called  to  the 
law  regarding  the  employment  of  minors  and  their  com- 
pulsory attendance  at  evening  schools.  As  the  law  is  at 
present,  no  minor  under  eighteen  can  be  employed  with- 
out a certificate.  Illiterate  minors  under  sixteen — per- 
sons who  cannot  read  and  write  English  well  enough 
to  enter  the  fourth  grade — must  attend  day  school;  illit- 
erate minors  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  twenty-one 
must  attend  evening  school.  To  be  safe,  employers 
should  insist  upon  a certificate  from  every  employee  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age.  Many  employers  are  careful 
in  this  respect,  but  I frequently  have  minors  come  for 
certificates  who  say  that  they  have  been  working  for 
a year  or  more  and  have  never  been  asked  for  a cer*i 
ficate.  This  often  happens  also  in  the  case  of  boys  who 
are  attending  High  School  and  working  afternoons,  as 
was  mentioned  last  year.  The  law  places  responsibility 
upon  parents  as  well  as  upon  employers  and  I think  if 
more  parents  realized  this  there  would  be  fewer  minors 
working  without  certificates.

Drinking  Fountains 

By  an  act  of  legislature  in  April,  1910,  the  common 
drinking  cup  was  banished  from  the  school  room.  Since 
then  pupils  have  been  obliged  to  bring  a glass  from  home 
or  be  deprived  the  privilege  of  drinking  at  school.  Two 
schools  only  are  adequately  provided  with  drinking  foun- 
tains— the  Richardson  and  Bliss  Schools.  There  is  one 
fountain  at  the  High  School  and  one  in  one  room  at  the 
Sanford  Street  School.  This  is  a matter  that  should  not 
be  neglected  longer.  Owing  to  the  construction  of  most 
of  our  buildings  it  will  be  expensive  to  provide  them  all 
with  fountains,  but  a beginning  should  be  made  this  year, 
at  least  one  hundred  dollars  being  devoted  to  this  pur- 
pose. Some  attempt  should  be  made  at  once  to  remedy 
the  conditions  that  now  exist. 

The  reports  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School,  the 
supervisors  and  special  teachers,  the  School  Physician 
and  the  Truant  Officer  accompany  this  report  and  con- 
tain matters  of  interest  relating  to  the  different  depart- 
ments. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  progress.  Much  has 
been  accomplished.  We  are  still  anxious,  however,  to 
reach  a higher  standard.  Principals  and  teachers  are 
striving  as  never  before  for  better  results.  A spirit  of 
loyalty  and  co-operation  and  presistent  endeavor  per- 
vades the  teaching  force,  and  is  sure  to  result  in  im- 
proved work  on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  There  is  no  such 
thing  in  education  as  standing  still;  we  must  go  forward 
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or  we  are  certain  to  go  backward.  I believe  in  Attle- 
borough we  are  going  forward,  and  I feel  that  great 
credit  is  due  the  teachers  for  the  good  work  that  is  being 
done. 

I wish  also  to  thank  the  Committee  for  the  manner  in 
which  they  have  at  all  times  shown  their  confidence  in 
me,  and  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance  and 
support  which  have  always  been  so  cordially  given.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

•I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  as 
Principal  of  Attleborough  High  School.  This  can  not  be 
as  exhaustive  as  I would  desire  owing  to  the  fact  that  I 
have  been  in  charge  of  the  school  for  the  last  four  months 
only  and  am  not  in  a position  to  make  comparisons  be- 
tween the  first  and  latter  parts  of  the  year. 

We  have  made  about  the  usual  annual  gain  in  num- 
bers, the  total  registration  for  the  fall  term  of  1911  be- 
ing 298,  an  increase  of  21  pupils  over  the  preceding  year. 
In  addition  to  the  change  in  the  principalship,  four 
changes  were  made  in  the  teaching  force,  Miss  Puring- 
ton,  Miss  Thacher,  Miss  Yeaw  and  Mr.  Vail  having 
taken  the  places  of  Miss  Harris,  Miss  Perham,  Miss 
White  and  Mr.  Smith,  respectively. 

The  new  course  of  study  as  adopted  by  the  School 
Committee  in  the  spring  of  1911,  enabled  us  to  arrange 
a schedule  of  recitations  that  permitted  us  to  begin  ac- 
tual work  the  first  day  of  school.  Our  permanent  program 
has  served  us  without  any  alteration  since  its  adoption  at 
the  beginning  of  the  second  week.  This  year  we  are 
able  to  have  all  the  school  work,  including  the  drawing, 
during  the  regular  school  hours.  Manual  training  has 
been  added  to  the  list  of  first  year  electives  and  nearly 
thirty  boys  are  availing  themselves  of  this  course.  This 
work  is  conducted  in  the  South  Main  street  building, 
which  compels  those  taking  this  subject  to  lose  from  ten 
to  twenty  minutes  twice  each  week  walking  to  and  from 
that  building.  Mechanical  drawing  is  required  of  all  who 
elect  manual  training. 

During  the  year  various  problems  have  come  up  for 
solution  and  an  earnest  effort  is  being  made  to  meet  these 
properly.  One  has  been  to  establish  such  a relationship 
between  school  and  home  that  more  and  better  work  mav 
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be  accomplished  at  the  expense  of  less  nervous  energy 
on  the  part  of  the  teacher.  There  are  certain  'forms  of 
co-operation  which  properly  belong  to  the  home.  If  our 
pupils  are  to  be  industrious,  obedient  and  orderly,  the 
home  must  join  heartily  and  persistently  with  the  school 
to  attain  these  ends.  To  accomplish  this,  a letter,  of 
which  the  following  is  an  extract,  was  recently  sent  to 
all  parents. 

“No  pupil  can  do  his  work  satisfactorily  without  at 
least  two  hours  of  home  study  daily.  Less  than  this 
shows  neglect  of  school  duties,  and  in  the  majority  of 
cases  more  than  this  amount  of  time  can  be  spent  profit- 
ably. Although  ‘C’  is  the  passing  mark,  it  does  not 
necessarily  indicate  satisfactory  work.  Many  of  our 
pupils  receiving  ‘B’  and  ‘C’  marks  are  capable  of  doing 
‘A’  work  and  I am  certain  that  the  forming  of  the  habit 
of  home  study  will  result  in  the  raising  of  all  averages. 
I would,  therefore,  recommend  that  certain  definite  hours 
be  set  apart  as  study  hours  and  that  parents  insist  that 
outside  duties  or  pleasures  be  not  allowed  to  interefere 
with  the  strict  observance  of  these.  In  case  a pupil  says 
that  it  is  unnecessary  for  him  to  study  at  home,  it  is  ad- 
vised that  a consultation  be  held  with  the  Principal.” 

Better  work  on  the  part  of  many  pupils  during  the  last 
month  and  the  number  of  parents  consulting  with  the 
Principal  indicate  that  this  letter  is  having  the  desired 
effect.  I wish  it  were  possible  to  have  a personal  inter- 
view with  each  parent.  To  attain  the  best  result  with  the 
individual  pupil,  we  need  the  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
child’s  personality,  that  no  one  but  the  father  or  mother 
can  furnish. 

Especially  does  this  apply  to  the  freshman  entering  the 
school.  Just  as  the  school  is  new  and  strange  to  him, 
so  is  he  new  and  strange  to  the  teacher,  and  in  many 
cases  valuable  time  is  lost  before  the  proper  adjustment 
is  made.  He  is  no  longer  under  the  watchful  eye  of  a. 
single  teacher,  nor  does  he  recite  to  the  same  person  in 
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all  his  studies.  Some  freedom  of  movement  is  allowed 
him,  since  he  may  be  sent  to  several  rooms  during  the 
day  for  study  or  recitations.  The  tendency  on  the  part 
of  some  new  pupils  is  to  take  an  unfair  advantage  of  this 
new  liberty  and  the  result  is  plainly  shown  when  the 
the  first  reports  are  sent  out  at  the  end  of  October.  For 
many  pupils  this  first  two  months  is  the  most  critical 
period  of  the  high  school  course  and  it  is  during  this 
time  that  parents  should  try  to  find  out  through  per- 
sonal interviews  with  teachers  and  principal,  just  what 
is  expected  of  their  child  and  whether  or  not  he  is  doing 
it.  Many  regretable  cases  of  pupils  who  grow  dis- 
couraged because  of  their  poor  beginning  and  either  drop 
out  of  school  or  remain  an  incubus  on  their  teachers  and 
class,  might  be  avoided  by  a little  co-operation  at  this 
time  between  home  and  school. 

Many  pages  have  been  written  by  my  predecessors 
about  our  school  building.  All  they  have  said  applies 
with  increased  force  this  year.  The  building  is  not  elas- 
tic, the  school  is  larger  than  ever  and  we  are  handi- 
capped in  every  direction  in  our  efforts  to  give  Attle- 
borough a better  school  than  ever  before.  Most  of  our 
difficulties  proceed  directly  from  the  character  of  the 
school  building.  Need  more  be  said? 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
School  Committee  and  yourself  for  the  cordial  support 
you  have  given  me  in  my  efforts.  My  thanks  are  also  due 
my  teachers  and  pupils  for  their  earnest  co-operation  dur- 
ing this  school  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  my  report  last  year  I wrote  quite  fully  on  the  suc- 
cess of  our  efforts  to  teach  the  unmusical  pupil  to  sing. 
To  train  the  ear  and  the  voice  through  song  singing  is 
the  problem  of  the  first  grade.  Beginning  in  the  second 
and  continuing  through  the  eight  grades  our  aim  is  to 
train  the  voice  and  the  ear  and  to  teach  the  pupil  to  read 
music.  After  careful  consideration  I asked  the  privilege 
of  introducing  a new  music  book,  the  New  Educational 
Music  Course.  I did  so  because  of  the  literary  as  well 
as  the  musical  excellency  of  the  material.  It’s  use  in  the 
Bliss  School  is  proving  quite  satisfactory.  It  may  be  of 
interest  to  state  that  recently  the  book  that  we  displaced, 
the  Normal  Music  Course,  has  been  entirely  revised  and 
improved  to  such  an  extent  that  I would  advise  the  re- 
tention of  certain  books  of  the  revised  Normal  to  be  used 
in  conjunction  with  the  New  Educational.  This  com- 
bination would  give  us  the  best  of  two  courses  of  study 
and  would  affect  in  no  way  the  grading  of  the  music  diffi- 
culties of  the  various  classes. 

An  elective  course  one  period  each  week  is  devoted  to 
music  in  the  high  school.  I have  yet  to  be  convinced  that 
this  time  can  be  spent  to  any  better  advantage  than  to 
learn  to  sing  a collection  of  good  classical  music.  I have 
attempted  at  various  times  to  give  music  history,  opera 
and  oratorio  lectures  with  * phonographic  illustrations, 
but  I am  still  of  the  opinion  that  to  study  the  best  works 
O'f  the  great  composers  by  singing  brings  pupils  into 
closer  touch  with  the  best  thought  in  music  and  does 
more  for  the  music  development  of  the  pupil  than  any 
other  way  which  may  be  devised  in  the  short  time  at  our 
disposal.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR 
OF  DRAWING 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  the  grades,  the  work  in  drawing  is  done  in  much 
the  same  manner  as  last  year.  However,  where  the  old 
projects  did  not  prove  practical,  new  ones  have  been 
substituted  that  the  work  might  be  improved. 

This  year  there  is  an  attempt  to  have  a closer  relation 
between  the  drawing  and  manual  training,  and  between 
the  drawing  and  sewing.  For  example,  problems  in  de- 
sign to  be  carried  out  on  book  rack  ends,  made  in  manual 
training,  have  been  undertaken  by  the  eighth  grade 
boys.  The  girls  in  this  grade  are  making  stencil  designs 
for  sofa  pillow  tops.  The  pillows  will  then  be  made  in 
the  sewing  class.  The  seventh  grade  girls  are  making 
designs  for  bureau  covers,  which  are  being  made  in  the 
sewing  class. 

In  the  eighth  grade  some  time  will  be  given  to  view 
drawings,  that  the  boys  may  interpret  more  readily  the 
blue  prints  used  in  manual  training.  The  boys  may  feel 
that  drawing  really  counts  for  something  when  they  see 
it  in  relation  to  the  shopwork.  The  girls  will  also  benefit 
by  this  work.  I feel  that  the  freshman  class  in  the  High 
School  should  have  had  more  of  working  drawings  last 
year. 

Home  Decoration  was  one* of  the  projects  we  took  last 
year  in  the  upper  grades.  This  year  some  phase  of  that 
project  will  be  worked  out  in  each  grade.  It  will  begin 
simply  in  the  first  grade  with  straight  line  drawing  of  a 
picture  of  a dining  room.  In  the  second  grade  the  pupils 
construct  a dining  room  table  by  paper  folding  and  color 
the  dishes  to  suggest  one  set.  The  problem  for  the 
third  grade  is  to  construct  a dining  room,  make  the  furni- 
ture by  simple  measurements  rather  than  by  paper  fold- 
ing. and  have  a harmonious  color  scheme  for  walls  and 
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rugs.  The  fourth  grade  use  a large  box  and  furnish  it 
for  a parlor.  A great  deal  of  the  manual  training  for 
this  grade  will  be  the  making  of  furniture  for  this  room. 
Grade  five  will  have  some  study  in  picture  framing.  The 
sixth  grade  will  make  a simple  view  drawing  of  one  side 
of  a living  room,  plan  a simple  design  for  wall  paper  and 
apply  it  to  the  drawing  of  the  living  room.  The  seventh 
grade  will  have  some  study  in  picture  framing  and  hang- 
ing. The  eighth  grade  will  make  a view  drawing  of 
some  room  and  study  color  schemes  for  it. 

The  aim  of  this  work  is  to  develop  good  taste,  especi- 
ally as  regards  things  of  their  own  environment.  The 
aim  in  all  our  drawing  is  not  only  that  each  subject  may 
develop  from  grade  to  grade,  but  that  the  pupils  show 
development. 

More  time  is  devoted  to  the  high  school  drawing  this 
year.  There  are  twelve  periods  given  to  the  work 
against  nine  periods  last  year,  and  all  the  work  comes 
during*  the  regular  school  session. 

Seventy-three  freshmen  entered  the  drawing  class,  al- 
most twice  the  number  entering  last  year.  The  whole 
number  of  pupils  taking  drawing  is  one  hundred  and  five. 
There  are  four  classes  for  mechanical  drawing,  and  three 
for  free-hand  drawing.  In  the  free-hand  work  the  seniors 
and  juniors  are  doing  the  same  kind  of  work.  Last  year 
the  freshman  class  had  two  periods  of  drawing  a week, 
and  all  other  classes  had  but  one.  This  year  all  drawing 
classes  are  given  two  periods  of  drawing  a week. 

A larger  room  has  been  given  to  the  drawing  classes, 
and  is  better  fitted  for  the  free-hand  work  than  the  room 
used  last  year.  Still,  with  the  larger  clashes  this  new 
room  is  crowded.  I feel  that  great  effort  is  made  this 
year  to  give  the  high  school  drawing  a chance,  and  we 
are  working  under  better  conditions  than  any  year  since 
I have  had  the  high  school  work.  One  great  disadvan- 
tage is,  that  during  some  periods  different  classes  are 
working  in  the  same  room  on  different  kinds  of  work,  and 
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one  must  be  alert  or  several  pupils  will  be  doing  some- 
thing wrong,  or  wasting  time  waiting  for  their  turn.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER  OF 
MANUAL  TRAINING 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  sec- 
ond annual  report  of  the  work  of  the  manual  training  de- 
partment. 

Our  keynote  being  “Progress  with  efficiency/’  it  is 
gratifying  to  note  advance  in  the  scope  of  work,  in  num- 
bers of  pupils,  in  equipment,  in  pupils’  interest  and  in 
quality  of  work. 

Manual  training  has  been  introduced  into  the  fresh- 
man year  of  the  High  School,  twenty-nine  students 
choosing  it  as  part  of  their  course  of  study,  and  three 
hours  weekly  being  given  to  it.  The  work  given  these 
pupils  has  been  advanced  bench  work  in  wood  and  a 
course  of  working  with  brass  or  copper.  With  the  in- 
troduction of  a wood  turning  lathe  there  will  be  given 
a brief  course  in  wood  turning  and  pattern  making.  It 
will  of  necessity  be  brief,  for  one  lathe  will  not  go  far 
amongst  so  many  pupils. 

The  number  of  pupils  having  increased  in  the  grammar 
grade,  'four  new  benches  with  full  complement  of  tools 
have  been  added  to  the  equipment.  The  increased  in- 
terest of  the  pupils  has  resulted  in  a noticeable  advance 
in  the  quality  of  work.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  know 
that  the  art  teacher  is  co-operating  with  the  manual 
training  teacher.  This  should  react  favorably  in  both 
departments,  giving  an  added  interest  to  each. 

I wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  have 
been  many  afternoons  when  the  daylight  has  been  very 
poor,  making  effective  work  during  one-half  of  that  ses- 
sion rather  at  a discount.  I humbly  submit  to  you  for  con- 
sideration the  question  of  lighting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER  OF  SEWING 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  entering-  upon  my  second  year  in  charge  of  sewing 
in  the  schools,  my  aim  has  been  to  work  systematically 
along  the  lines  already  outlined  and  commenced,  and  to 
make  the  work  as  practical,  and  at  the  same  time,  as 
interesting  to  the  pupils  as  possible. 

During  the  year  no  great  changes  have  taken  place  in 
this  department.  The  work  moves  on  very  satisfactorily 
and  the  pupils  show  willingness  and  interest  in  their 
work.  That  the  results  of  this  work  are  appreciated  in 
the  home  is  shown  by  the  readiness  with  which  materials 
are  supplied  by  the  parents. 

All  material  for  practice  work  is  supplied  by  the  Town, 
but  when  garments  are  made  each  pupil  furnishes  her 
own  material.  I regret  that,  owing  to  lack  of  facilities, 
the  girls  are  not  able  to  get  the  practice  they  need  in  cut- 
ting out  garments,  and  hope  sometime  this  may  be  over- 
come by  providing  a special  room,  equipped  with  tables 
and  machines,  for  the  use  of  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grade  girls. 

In  sewing  there  is  no  regular  class  work,  but  wholly 
individual,  giving  a chance  for  pupils  showing  particular 
aptitude  for  sewing  to  take  more  advanced  work.  As  in 
other  branches  of  manual  training  so  in  sewing,  it  is  not 
wholly  what  is  tangible  that  is  the  aim,  but  many  things 
are  also  in  mind  which  to  every  child  are  important, 
neatness,  accuracy,  rapidity  and  economy.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  School  Physician  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  1911. 

In  accordance  with  the  customary  schedule,  the  usual 
tri- weekly  visits  to  each  school  were  made  from  January 
to  June.  During  the  fall  term  every  child  was  examined, 
in  addition  to  numerous  visits  to  the  various  schools. 
During  1911  an  unusual  number  of  visits  was  necessi- 
tated by  the  prevalence  of  several  diseases  in  epidemic 
form. 

The  total  number  of  examinations  for  the  year  is 
2705.  Cards  were  sent  to  parents  where  necessary,  272 
age  and  schooling  certificates  of  health  were  issued,  64 
vaccination  certificates  signed  and  70  permits  to  return 
to  school  were  given  out. 

Upon  glancing  at  the  tabulated  report,  it  will  be  seen 
that  there  is  a remarkable  decrease  in  the  number  of  no- 
tices sent  home  regarding  neglected  teeth.  This  occurs 
because  your  inspector  finds  it  impossible  to  secure  ac- 
tion where  children's  first  teeth  are  concerned.  Conse- 
quently, only  where  second  teeth  are  affected  are  notices 
sent  home. 

It  would  seem  wise  to  urge  the  School  Committee 
to  take,  this  year,  some  steps  to  make  needed  arrange- 
ments with  local  dentists  for  the  care  of  young  children’s 
teeth.  This  would  enable  certain  cases  to  secure  bene- 
fits of  dental  work  and  emphasize  to  all  parents  this  cry- 
ing need.  Such  arrangements  have  been  made  in  other 
cities  and  towns  and  such  an  understanding  here,  pro- 
perly supervised,  might  be  means  of  untold  good. 

By  the  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  cases  of  vermin 
have  decreased  each  year.  There  are  still  too  many 
cases,  and  attempts  will  be  made  to  clean  them  up. 
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Four  cases  of  tubercular  diseases  have  been  excluded 
from  the  schools. 

The  district  nurse  has  visited  two  cases  of  suspected 
tubercular  disease  to  make  a report  to  the  School  Physi- 
cian, and  it  appears  that  there  is  a field  of  great  useful- 
ness in  using  the  nurse  to  follow  up  cases  where  parents 
might  be  disposed  to  pay  no  attention  to  the  needs  of 
the  children. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  parents  are  giving  Attle- 
borough children  more  home  supervision  as  regards  care 
of  teeth,  removal  of  tonsils  and  correction  of  defective 
vision.

Only  two  cases  were  taken  into  court  during  the  year, 
one  a boy  as  habitual  truant,  the  other  a boy  as  habitual 
absentee.  They  were  both  committed  to  the  Walpole 
Training  School. 

It  may  be  noted  in  my  report  that  in  the  month  of 
March  a much  larger  number  of  cases  were  investigated 
than  in  previous  years.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  the  school  census  contained  the  names  of  340  chil- 
dren who  were  not  enrolled  in  the  public  schools.  Of  this 
number  314  were  found  to  be  attending  private  schools 
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in  town  and  26  had  not  been  enrolled  in  the  public  schools 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  This  accounts  for  all  the 
children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fourteen  attend- 
ing some  school  in  town,  as  prescribed  by  law,  unless 
their  physical  or  mental  condition  prevents. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  due  the  Superintendent  and 
teachers  for  their  kind  support  ond  co-operation.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  oi 
Attleborough : 

Gentlemen : — I take  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith 
my  eighth  annual  report.  The  department  has  added  to 
its  equipment  as  follows : One  street  sweeper,  one  two- 

horse  cart,  a one-horse  cart,  and  a two-horse  scraper, 
which  we  find  to  be  a very  serviceable  machine  for  light 
scraping.  Two  new  horses  have  been  purchased  for  the 
department  during  the  past  year  increasing  our  number 
to  seven  horses. 

The  work  in  the  center  of  the  town  has  been  carried 
on  under  the  direction  of  Charles  W.  Weymouth,  who 
has  had  a great  deal  of  experience  in  this  work. 

The  use  of  a street  sweeper  on  our  streets  in  the  busi- 
ness section  of  the  town  has  produced  very  satisfactory 
results.  It  is  interesting  to  know  that  thirty  double 
loads  o'f  dirt  have  been  removed  from  the  streets 
each  week  since  the  sweeper  has  been  used.  These  loads 
of  dirt  are  the  direct  result  of  the  traffic  gradually  grind- 
ing the  surface  of  the  macadam  work  into  fine  particles. 

In  following  our  usual  custom  of  improving  one  of  our 
main  streets  each  year,  we  decided  that  North  avenue 
was  very  much  in  need  of  attention,  consequently,  we 
covered  this  street  with  a coating  of  choice  gravel,  eight 
inches  deep,  for  a distance  of  4,900  feet,  which  is  equal 
to  gravelling  a street  of  ordinary  width  for  a distance  of 
9,800  feet,  for  the  travelled  part  of  this  street  is  46  ‘feet 
wide  ; 2,254  loads  of  gravel  were  used  on  this  street,  after 
which  the  surface  was  rolled  and  oiled,  serving  as  a very 
good  binder  for  the  surface  of  the  street. 
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Holden  street  was  g-ravelled  from  the  railroad  bridge 
to  the  river,  a distance  of  550  'feet.  Number  of  loads  of 
gravel  used  on  this  street,  396. 

Bank  street  was  gravelled  from  Holden  street  to  Claflin 
street,  a distance  of  100  feet.  Number  of  loads  of  gravel 
used  on  this  street,  80. 

Claflin  street  was  gravelled  from  Bank  street  to  North 
Main  street,  a distance  o'f  1,050  feet.  Number  of  loads  of 
gravel  used  on  this  street,  320. 

Prospect  street  was  improved  from  Third  street  to 
Fourth  street,  a distance  of  325  feet.  Number  of  loads 
of  gravel  used  on  this  street,  121. 

Jefferson  street  was  gravelled  from  Third  to  Fourth 
streets,  a distance  of  325  feet.  Number  of  loads  of  gravel 
used,  1 18. 

Second  street  was  gravelled  from  Cliff  street  to  Grove 
street,  a distance  of  230  feet.  Number  of  loads  of  gravel 
used,  160. 

Grove  street  was  gravelled  from  First  to  Second  streets, 
a distance  of  486  feet.  Number  of  loads  of  gravel  used, 
148. 

Mechanics  street  was  gravelled  from  Hodges  street  to 
the  bridge  crossing  the  Ten-Mile  River,  a distance  of 
600  feet.  Number  of  loads  of  gravel  used  on  this  street,

Starkey  avenue  was  gravelled  from  the  railroad  bridge 
to  Pleasant  street,  a distance  of  650  feet.  Number  of 
loads  of  gravel  used  on  this  street,  277.

All  streets  in  town,  excepting  those  in  South  Attleboro, 
were  scraped  and  cleaned  by  the  center  gang  of  work- 
men. 
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South  Avenue. 

A large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  on  this  street  in 
a very  substantial  manner.  At  first  it  became  necessary 
to  remove  1,710  loads  of  poor  material,  after  which,  a sub- 
drain was  built  of  large  stone ; finally  the  street  was 
macadamized.  The  sub-drain  was . constructed  4 feet 
wide  at  the  bottom  and  10  feet  wide  at  the  top,  running 
through  the  center  of  the  street  for  a distance  of  2,000 
feet.  The  top  of  the  drain  walls  are  one  foot  below  the 
finished  surface  of  the  street,  and  the  base  of  the  drain  is 
3 feet  6 inches  below  the  surface  of  the  street,  which  was 
macadamized  12  inches  deep  and  26  feet  wide.  The  total 
number  of  feet  macadamized  was  2,000.  It  was  made 
possible  to  do  a much  larger  amount  of  work  through 
the  kindness  of  Harry  Wolfenden  and  J.  P.  Mowry  who 
contributed  a large  quantity  of  stone  which  was  used  in 
constructing  the  drain.  Number  of  loads  of  field  stone 
used  in  this  work,  1,890.  Number  of  loads  of  gravel  used 
in  this  work,  903.  Number  of  yards  of  crushed  stone 
used  in  this  work,  2,860. 


Under  Special  Appropriations. 

Torrey  street  has  been  macadamized  from  Park  to 
Emory  streets,  a distance  of  275  feet.  Number  of  loads 
of  gravel  used  on  this  street,  140.  Number  of  yards  of 
crushed  stone  used,  190. 

Jewell  avenue  was  worked  to  grade  by  the  process  of 
cutting  and  filling.  It  was  found  necessary  to  remove 
290  loads  of  poor  material  and  replace  same  with  609 
loads  of  gravel.  The  street  was  worked  to  grade  the  en- 
tire length,  a distance  of  680  feet.  Sidewalks  were  con- 
structed on  both  sides  of  the  street  and  surfaced  with 
crushed  stone.

The  bridge  over  the  Ten-Mile  River  on  Mechanics 
street  was  covered  with  2-inch  spruce  plank:  new  sup- 
ports were  erected  under  the  center  of  the  bridge,  new 
stringers  supplied  and  the  abutments  were  repaired. 

The  bridge  on  Holden  street  has  been  temporarily  re- 
paired; it  will,  however,  be  necessary  to  make  more  ex- 
tensive repairs  on  this  bridge  in  the  near  future. 

The  bridge  on  Bank  street  has  been  re-covered  with 
3-inch  hard  pine  plank.

Sprinkling  Department. 

In  the  earlier  part  of  the  season  water  was  used  as  a 
dust  layer,  but  after  the  latter  part  of  April  oil  was  sub- 
stituted. More  streets  have  been  oiled  during  the  past 
year  than  ever  before,  and  the  demand  for  the  use  of  oil 
on  the  streets  as  a dust  preventative  is  rapidly  increasing 
every  year.  It  was  deemed  advisable  to  purchase  a stor- 
age tank  and  a road  oiling  machine.  A tank  with  a ca- 
pacity of  6,000  gallons  was  purchased  from  the  Standard 
Oil  Company  and  placed  in  Maynard  street  at  a point 
near  the  railroad  tracks,  making  a very  convenient  place 
to  get  a supply  of  oil.  The  land  at  this  point  is  very 
much  lower  than  the  railroad,  enabling  us  to  draw  the 
oil  by  means  of  gravity  pressure.  The  road  oiling  ma- 
chine was  purchased  from  C.  R.  Daniels  of  East  Provi- 
dence, R.  I.,  and  has  given  very  good  satisfaction.  By 
using  this  machine  we  are  enabled  to  cover  9 square 
yards  o'f  road  with  one  gallon  of  oil.  We  have  used 
87,653  gallons  o'f  Standard  Road  Oil,  which  we  believe 
has  given  general  satisfaction.  Number  of  miles  of 
streets  oiled,  30  1-2. 
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Thacher  Brook  Drain  and  Ten-Mile  River. 

The  entire  length  of  the  drain  running  from  the  late 
John  Thacher’s  land  on  South  Main  street  to  the  Taun- 
ton branch  of  the  N.  Y.,  X.  H.  & H.  Railroad  Company 
has  been  cleaned. 

The  brush  has  been  cut  away  from  the  banks  of  the 
Ten-Mile  River  and  a large  amount  of  refuse  has  been 
removed  from  the  bed  of  the  river. 

Playgrounds. 

The  grounds  have  been  improved  by  depositing  388 
loads  of  gravel  in  the  lower  sections  of  the  lot.  Seats 
have  been  constructed  about  some  of  the  larger  trees  for 
the  convenience  of  those  who  frequent  the  grounds. 
Twelve  rock  maple  trees  have  been  planted  in  different 
parts  of  the  grounds. 

In  closing  I wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  assisted 
the  department  during  the  past  year  by  informing  us  of 
defects  in  streets  and  bridges,  which  otherwise  might 
have  caused  accidents  and  damage  of  expensive  nature 
to  the  town.

Report  of  the  Overseers  of 
the  Poor 


To  the  citizens  of  Attleboro: 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  beg  leave  to  present  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  year  1911 : 

The  board  was  organized  soon  after  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  the  same  as  in  1910.  Joseph  V.  Curran,  Chair- 
man; Benjamin  P.  King,  Clerk;  George  M.  Gustin,  Visi- 
tor, and  the  work  taken  up. 

The  supply  of  water  which  we  took  'from  the  spring  on 
the  hill  has  continued  without  fail,  but  during  the  winter 
months  we  experienced  much  trouble  from  the  old  tank 
in  the  -barn,  which  we  tried  to  use  for  storage.  The  pipes 
froze  up  and  we  were  obliged  to  cut  that  part  of  the  sys- 
tem out.  The  tank  sprung  a leak  and  made  no  end  of 
trouble.  When  the  springtime  opened  up  we  gave  the 
matter  careful  consideration  and  found  the  tank  badly 
rotted  out  and  beyond  repair,  and  made  necessary  a new 
tank.  The  plan  of  putting  a smaller  tank  in  the  attic  of 
the  house  was  proposed,  that  the  danger  from  freezing 
might  be  obviated,  deeming  it  best  to  be  sure  that  the 
proposed  plan  was  proper.  The  Charles  J.  Jogger  Com- 
pany, of  Providence,  R.  I.,  was  called  in  for  consultation. 
They  decided  that  the  plan  was  all  right,  and  the  board 
contracted  with  the  aforesaid  company  to  build  a tank  to 
hold  400  gallons,  and  install  the  same  with  proper  piping, 
etc.,  for  the  sum  of  $147.00.  During  the  summer  the  new 
system  was  installed,  and  thus  far  has  worked  entirely 
satisfactory.  The  water  is  piped  direct  to  the  tank,  with 
an  overflow  which  returns  surplus  water  under  ground  to 
the  old  pump  pit,  thence  underground  to  the  watering 
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trough  in  front  of  the  barn,  from  thence  under  ground  to 
the  henyard  and  on  to  the  brook,  thereby  giving  a steady 
flow  of  the  finest  spring  water  24  hours  per  day.  We 
have  had  no  trouble  from  freezing  during  the  severe  cold 
of  this  winter,  and  we  feel  that  we  have  an  unfailing  sup- 
ply of  the  best  water,  which  should  be  of  no  further  ex- 
pense or  trouble.  The  board  has  felt  for  a long  time  that 
a new  stystem  of  lighting  should  be  introduced  on  the 
premises,  but  being  so  far  from  the  electrical  center  we 
waited  in  vain  until  in  November  last  the  matter  was 
taken  up  and  pushed  to  conclusion.  With  assistance  of  the 
selectmen  the  wires  were  brought  over  to  the  farm,  and 
after  receiving  several  bids  a contract  was  placed  with 
Mr.  M.  C.  Barden  of  Attleboro  to  wire  the  house  and 
barn  and  other  buildings,  and  put  in  the  necessary  fix- 
tures. The  work  was  completed  in  due  time  at  a cost  of 
$212.58,  and  about  January  1,  1912,  the  current  was  turned 
on,  and  everything  thus  far  has  proved  to  be  all  right. 
The  house  and  barn  and  the  other  buildings  are  all  well 
lighted,  and  we  are  now  able  to  do  away  with  the  old 
kerosene  oil  plantr  which  has  given  us  much  concern  in 
regard  to  the  danger  from  fire.  It  became  necessary  dur- 
ing the  year  to  renovate  the  two  bath  rooms.  We  have 
installed  two  new  bath  tubs,  a new  set  bowl  in  the  men’s 
toilet  and  have  put  in  a cement  floor,  thereby  putting  the 
bath  rooms  in  first-class  condition  at  an  expense  of 
$100.00. 

We  found  it  necessary  early  in  the  year  to  replace  the 
old  carriage  which  had  given  out  with  a new  one  at  an 
expense  o‘f  $90.55,  notwithstanding  the  extra  expenses 
incurred  at  the  farm  the  cost  of  maintainance  is  about  the 
same  as  last  year,  which  is  the  result  of  the  strictest 
economy  in  managing  the  same.  We  have  not  received 
as  much  income  from  the  farm  as  in  some  years  past,  a 
very  dry  season  destroying  all  the  crops  except  the  hay 
of  which  , we  had  plenty  for  our  own  use.  There  have 
been  at  the  Town  Home  during  the  year  a total  of  21 
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inmates.  Eleven  have  been  there  the  entire  year,  an 
average  lor  the  year  of  13  15-100  plus. 

In  July,  when  we  took  up  the  state  bills,  discussion 
arose  as  to  the  reasons  why  some  of  the  bills  of  1910 
were  disallowed.  Mr.  Curran  protested  and  desired  that 
some  action  be  taken,  and  it  was  voted  that  Mr.  Curran 
be  appointed  to  take  the  matter  up  with  the  state.  Cor- 
respondence was  opened  with  Supt.  J.  F.  Lewis,  M.  D., 
and  Dec.  6th  Mr.  Curran  received  a letter  asking:  him 
to  come  to  Boston,  which  he  did,  and  with  Supt.  Lewis 
and  District  Visitor  Healy,  the  matter  was  'fairly  re- 
viewed and  satisfactorily  settled.  Mr.  Curran  reported 
that  the  state  officers  were  ready  to  do  all  they  could  to 
make  things  right.  Owing  to  friction,  that  about  that 
time  had  appeared  on  the  board,  the  bills  were  laid  aside 
until  too  late  to  cover  the  credits  into  the  1911  accoufit, 
By  the  adjustment  of  matters  with  the  State  Board  sev- 
eral 1910  bills  disputed  were  allowed,  and  with  the  1911 
bills  we  find  an  amount  due  us  from  the  state,  $595.05, 
with  credits  due  from  cities  and  towns,  $402.36,  a total  of 
$997.41. 

Had  we  been  able  to  cover  this  amount  into  our  1911 
accounting,  we  should  have  been  $129.26  on  the  right 
side  of  the  ledger.  Mr.  Hager.  Superintendent,  and  wife, 
are  still  at  the  Town  Home.  They  are  giving  us  excel- 
lent service.  He  is  doing  his  part  well  and  show’s  a 
lively  interest  in  trying  to  make  things  better. 

We  ask  for  the  same  appropriation  as  last  year,  $8,000 
general,  $500  medical.

Auditors’  Report 


We,  the  undersigned,  duly  elected  Auditors  of  the 
Town  of  Attleborough,  respectfully  report  that  we  have 
examined  the  books  and  reports  o'f  the  Water  Commis- 
sioners, Water  Registrar,  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund,  Tax  Collector,  School  Committee,  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  Park  Commis- 
sioners, Sewer  Department,  Board  of  Health,  Selectmen 
and  Town  Treasurer,  and  have  found  them  correct. 

The  books  and  reports  of  the  several  departments, 
agree  with  the  books  of  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Town  Treasurer’s  books  and  reports,  agree  with 
the  Selectmen’s  orders,  and  also  with  the  amounts  of 
funds  received  from  the  Collector  of  Taxes,  Water  Regis- 
trar, and  from  sundry  other  sources. 

We  wish,  at  this  time,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Attleborough,  to  the  custom,  in  some  of  the  de- 
partments, of  making  “padded”  or  misleading  reports. 
This  is  accomplished,  in  some  cases,  by  inserting  in  their 
reports,  amounts  of  funds  that  have  not  been  collected, 
but  are  simply  in  anticipation. 

In  one  case,  we  find  those  in  charge  of  the  department, 
borrowing  money  from  one  branch  of  their  department, 
to  place  to  the  credit  of  another  branch,  in  order  to  cover 
an  overdraft.  The  funds  are  undoubtedly  replaced  at  the 
beginning  of  a new  year,  but,  we  consider  the  above  prac- 
tice a questionable  one,  and  also  question  the  authority 
of  the  members  of  said  board,  to  loan  the  funds  of  the 
town,  even  from  one  department  to  another. 

The  above  customs  are  probably  practiced  in  a spirit 
of  pride,  in  order  to  make  the  very  'best  showing,  pos- 
sible, for  the  year’s  work,  and  while  it  is,  at  present,  prac- 
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ticed  in  perfect  honesty,  it  is  a custom  that  at  some  future 
time,  may  lead  to  dishonesty. 

\Ye  believe,  and  advocate,  that  every  report  given  out 
to  the  citizens  of  the  town,  should  show  only  a true  and 
perfect  account  of  actual  receipts  and  expenditures,  and 
any  transactions  that  may  be  to  the  credit  of  the  depart- 
ment, or  any  bills  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  should  be  embodied  in  their  reports  as  an  annota- 
tion. 

We  fell  it  our  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens, 
to  these  matters*  not  in  any  spirit  of  antagonism  to  any 
who  may  have  the  different  departments  under  their 
charge,  but  to  give  the  citizens  timely  warning  of  such 
practices,  so  that  they  can  not  plead  ignorance  of  such 
facts,  and  criticise  the  Auditors,  for  not  calling  their  at- 
tention to  such  matters.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library 


REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Attleborough  Public  Library: 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1911. 


Accessions. 

During  the  year  1,282  new  volumes  have  been  added  to 
the  library,  1,094  by  purchase,  85  by  binding  periodicals, 
103  by  gifts ; the  last  class  includes  64  volumes  of  vital 
records,  and  23  government  publications.  One  hundred 
and  seventy-three  books  have  been  replaced,  119  books 
discarded.  The  actual  number  of  volumes  now  in  the  lib- 
rary is  14,990.  The  purchase  of  two  new  editions  of  old 
reference  sets  this  year,  and  the  small  discount  now 
allowed  libraries  on  fiction,  have  made  an  appreciable 
difference  in  the  purchasing  power  of  our  book  money.

Book  Lists. 

The  printing  of  book  lists  in  the  Quarterly  Bulletin, 
and  the  making  of  lists  for  general  distribution  from  the 
desk,  continues  to  be  a useful  part  of  the  library’s  work. 
Holiday  lists  presenting  the  library’s  resources  in  that 
field,  appeared  in  the  first  three  Bulletins  of  this  year,  a 
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list  of  story  telling  material  was  published  in  the  last.  A 
list  of  Books  on  Missions,  compiled  from  recent  and  im- 
portant additions  to  the  library,  a list  of  Nine  Good 
Books  on  Farming  recommended  by  the  Massachusetts 
Library  Club,  a list  of  Interesting  Books  of  Travel,  and 
other  lists  of  fiction  and  of  biography  have  been  available. 

Care  of  Books. 

The  number  of  books  lost  from  the  shelves  during 
1911  has  been  18  from  the  adult  department,  15  from  the 
children's  department.  An  unprecedented  number  of 
books,  13,  were  replaced  by  the  library  owing  to  the  scar- 
let fewer  epidemic  of  last  winter. 


Books  Lent. 

The  library  was  open  for  the  circulation  of  books  304 
days  in  1911.  The  total  number  of  volumes  lent  for 
home  use  during  the  year  was  54,461,  divided  as  follows:

Too  great  stress  must  not  be  laid  upon  the  fact  that  one 
year’s  circulation  of  books  far  exceeds  that  of  another. 
This  alone  does  not  prove  an  absolutely  accurate  index  of 
the  library’s  usefulness,  any  more  than  a less  active  year 
proves  the  opposite.  Nevertheless  there  is  always  a 
satisfaction  in  being  able  to  report  a slow  steady  growth 
in  the  number  of  books  distributed.  The  circulation 
statistics  indicate  that  this  has  been  the  library’s  most 
successful  year.  54,461  against  50,233  last  year  is  a gain 
of  4,228.  In  1908,  the  circulation  reached  49,332,  which 
was  an  advance  of  5,000  over  any  previous  year.  At  that 
time  the  rise  in  circulation  was  attributed  to  the  fact  that 
the  library  was  housed  in  a new  building  and  to  the 
natural  interest  caused  by  that  event.  This  year  is  the 
only  one  comparable  to  that  leap  of  5,000. 

Exhibits. 

The  Library  Art  Club  exhibited  14  sets  of  pictures 
here  during  the  year. 

Mr.  C.  Arnold  Slade’s  exhibition  of  oil  paintings,  De- 
cember 2-15,  was  attended  by  between  three  and  four 
thousand  people. 

Gifts. 

Sixty->four  volumes  of  vital  statistics  of  Massachusetts, 
and  23  government  documents  are  the  largest  single  gifts 
of  sets  received  by  the  library  this  year.  We  are  in- 
debted to  the  Attleboro  Equal  Suffrage  League  for  a 4- 
volume  History  of  Woman’s  Suffrage;  to  the  Massachu- 
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setts  Anti-Suffrage  League  for  Seawell’s  The  Ladies' 
Battle,  and  to  Mr.  Sheffield  for  several  books.  The  So- 
cialists of  Attleborough  give  the  library  the  New  York 
Call.  The  Christian  Register  subscribed  to  by  the  Wo- 
man’s Alliance  of  Pilgrim  Church  is  a new  addition  to 
our  magazines,  as  is  the  Church  Militant  given  by  the 
publishers,  the  Congregationalist  given  by  the  Ladies’ 
Sewing  Society  of  the  Congregational  Church,  Facts  for 
Farmers  the  gift  of  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  Col- 
lege, Two  States  from  the  State  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  The  Woman’s  Journal  the  gift  of  the  At- 
tleboro Equal  Suffrage  League  and  The  Young  Crusader 
from  the  W.  C.  T.  U 

By  the  will  of  Sarah  F.  Drown,  the  library  received 
$1,000.00. 

Mr.  D.  H.  Smith  has  added  to  his  original  gift  of 
$2,000.00,  the  sum  of  $3,000.00. 


Lectures. 

No  lecture  course  was  planned  by  the  Library  Trustees 
during  1911.  That  part  of  the  work  seemed  only  a dupli- 
cation of  similar  efforts  on  the  part  of  church  clubs,  wo- 
men’s clubs,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  other  town  organiza- 
tions. 

The  hall  was  rented  to  the  Teacher’s  Association,  to 
the  Equal  Suffrage  League,  and  to  the  Anti-Tuberculosis 
League. 


Registration. 

The  total  number  of  borrowers  registered  at  the  library 
up  to  December  31,  1911,  was  5,399.  Of  these  244  have 
given  up  their  cards,  leaving  the  number  of  borrowers  to 
date  5,155.  The  number  of  registrations  during  the  year 
was  787. 
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School  Work. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  books  sent 
to  the  outlying  schools  this  year,  'from  9,994  we  have 
gone  to  12,213.  This  is  a good  percentage  of  increase 
comparing  it  with  the  total  increase  in  circulation  already 
remarked. 

An  exhibition  of  books  suitable  for  Christmas  gifts  to 
children  occupied  one  corner  of  the  children’s  room  from 
December  1-25. 

There  has  been  no  new  feature  in  the  work  for  children 
this  year. 

But  with  the  children’s  catalogue  completed,  the  adult 
fiction  recatalogued,  and  the  non-fiction  well  on  the  way 
of  revision  it  will,  we  hope  by  another  year,  be  feasible  to 
invite  classes  in  the  High  School  at  least,  to  come  to  the 
library  to  learn  the  use  of  the  catalogue,  the  indexes,  and 
the  many  other  tools  which  it  is  so  necessary  they  should 
make  use  of,  if  they  are  to  get  the  most  from  their  school 
work  and  from  the  library. 


Conclusion. 

Greater  demands  have  been  made  upon  the  library  this 
year  than  heretofore.  The  circulation  gives  some  indica- 
tion of  this.  The  work  for  the  schools,  for  the  clubs,  and 
for  the  groups  of  people  interested  in  a particular  subject, 
prove  it  conclusively. 

The  library’s  response  to  the  demand  has  been  an 
effort  to  put  before  each  inquirer  such  books  and  articles 
as  it  already  possesses,  and  to  borrow  and  to  buy  wisely 
when  doing  so  will  assist.  In  this  way  collections  of  ma- 
terial on  missions,  on  municipal  government,  single  tax, 
cathedrals,  machinery,  farming  and  gardening,  the  Civil 
War,  story  telling,  the  holidays  have  been  considerably 
augmented. 
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The  reference  books  proper  have  not  been  neglected  in 
adding  to  the  library’s  store.  In  fact  so  much  does  the 
reference  room  exceed  the  limits  originally  set  for  it,  that 
it  now  occupies  the  study  room  and  part  of  the  reading 
room  in  addition  to  its  own  space. 

Other  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  arrangement  of 
the  library.  The  bequest  of  Sarah  F.  Drown  provided 
for  the  equipment  of  some  part  of  the  building.  It  was 
thought  wise  to  fit  the  basement  with  steel  stacks ; the 
money  was  accordingly  used  for  that  purpose.  In  the 
children’s  department  books  were  so  crowded,  that  a case 
io  1-2  by  2 feet  will  be  placed  there  early  in  1912.  A 
great  convenience  is  the  new  book-lift  built  in  the  work- 
room ; the  space  formerly  occupied  by  the  staircase  gives 
more  room  for  tables  and  desks  and  a consequent  ease  at 
work. 

With  a building  conveniently  arranged,  with  a good 
foundation  of  books  well  selected  from  the  library’s  in- 
ception, with  the  liberal  support  of  the  town,  with  the  en- 
couragement of  another  unusually  successful  year  behind 
it,  the  library  can  promise  a year  of  redoubled  effort  with 
the  hope  of  redoubled  usefulness.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 


The  interesting  report  of  the  librarian,  leaves  but  little 
for  the  trustees  to  say  concerning  the  year’s  work  at  the 
library. 

That  the  circulation  has  been  the  largest  in  its  history, 
54,461,  is  gratifying,  and  is  most  remarkable,  when  one 
considers  that  the  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  library 
is  but  14,990. 

This  circulation,  however,  is  but  one  indication  of  the 
work  accomplished.  More  and  more,  each  year,  students 
of  every  class  call  upon  the  librarian  for  assistance  in  in- 
vestigating subjects  of  study,  and  the  information  sought 
is  most  cheerfully  furnished,  and  the  habit  encouraged. 

With  such  increasing  use,  and  provided  as  it  is  with  so 
beautiful  and  spacious  a building,  the  growth  of  the  lib- 
rary is  not  commesurate  with  its  needs.  Twice  as  many 
volumes  as  are  now  upon  its  shelves  should  be  provided. 
The  annual  appropriation  of  $7,000,  by  the  town,  is 
liberal,  but  from  this  sum,  the  amount  available  for  the 
purchase  of  new  books,  permits  of  but  slow  growth.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  a larger  appropriation  will  be  avail- 
able before  many  years. 

Two  generous  gifts  have  been  bestowed  upon  the  lib- 
rary during  the  year.  Mr.  Daniel  H.  Smith  presented 
$3,000,  which  with  his  former  gift  makes  a fund  of  $5,000, 
always  to  be  kept  intact,  and  to  be  known  as  the  “Daniel 
H.  Smith  fund,”  the  income  alone  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books.  This  gift,  made  in  his  lifetime,  must  be 
a source  of  constant  satisfaction  to  the  donor,  as  it  will 
be  one  of  gratitude  on  the  part  of  many  generations  to 
come.  May  his  generous  example  be  followed  by  many 
friends  of  the  library. 

The  other  gift  of  $1,000,  from  the  estate  of  Miss  Sarah 
F.  Drowm,  enabled  the  trustees  to  place  new  steel  stacks 
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on  the  lower  floor  of  the  stack  room,  thus  providing 
much  needed  space  for  books. 

The  trustees  lost  by  resignation  a valued  member  of 
the  board,  in  Mrs.  Alice  M.  Wales,  whose  'frequent  and 
long  absences  from  town  made  attendance  at  meetings 
impossible.  A trustee  for  sixteen  years,  Mrs.  Wales  ren- 
dered faithful  service  to  the  town,  and  her  resignation 
was  accepted  with  regret.  Miss  Elizabeth  J.  Wilmarth, 
a former  trustee,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  usual  financial  report,  which  includes  the  amount 
appropriated  by  the  town,  the  receipts  at  the  library,  a 
statement  of  the  condition  of  the  “Daniel  H.  Smith 
fund,”  and  the  manner  of  expenditure  of  the  Sarah  F. 
Drown  gift,  is  appended. 

The  trustees  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $7,000  by 
the  town  for  the  maintenance  of  the  library  for  the  en- 
suing year.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Sewerage 


The  legislative  act  of  1909,  which  permitted  the  town 
to  construct  a system  of  sewerage,  was  amended  by  the 
legislature  of  1911  in  two  particulars.  First,  the  town 
was  authorized  to  issue  additional  serial  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $200,000,  making  $500,000  available  for  this 
purpose ; and  the  second,  continued  the  term  of  service 
of  this  committee  until  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1913, 
when  sewer  commissioners  must  be  elected. 

As  the  committee  believes  but  $150,000  can  be  used  ad- 
vantageously this  summer,  the  town  will  be  asked  to 
issue  only  this  amount  of  bonds  at  the  annual  town  meet- 
ing, reserving  the  balance,  until  the  needs  of  the  depart- 
ment require  its  issue. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  town,  your 
committee  has  continued  the  work  assigned  to  it,  with 
the  same  organization  as  before.  During  the  year,  by 
the  death  of  Major  E.  S.  Horton,  the  committee  lost  one 
of  its  most  esteemed  and  valued  members.  Deeply  in- 
terested as  he  was  in  the  work,  the  committee  relied  upon 
him  for  wise  counsel  and  suggestions,  and  his  death  was 
sadly  felt.  To  fill  the  vacancy  thus  caused,  Mr.  M.  F. 
Ashley,  a selectman  of  the  town,  was  elected. 

The  construction  o'f  the  sewer  during  the  year  has 
progressed  according  to  the  plans  outlined  in  the  last 
report  of  this  committee,  and  is  described  much  in  detail 
in  the  report  of  the  engineer  submitted  herewith. 
Despite  an  unusually  wet  summer,  and  an  annoying 
delay  in  the  receipt  of  iron  pipe,  the  work  as  layed  out 
for  the  year,  has  been  nearly  completed. 

The  committee  has  nothing  but  praise  to  characterize 
the  execution  of  the  plans  as  designed  by  Mr.  Van 
Valkenburgh,  and  is  firmly  of  the  opinion,  that  when 
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completed,  the  town  will  have  a system  of  sewerage  sub- 
stantial in  construction,  economical  in  maintenance,  and 
positive  in  efficiency. 

In  connection  with  the  work  of  construction,  two  im- 
portant public  improvements  were  made,  partly  at  the 
expense  of  this  department.  South  Main  street,  between 
Dodgeville  and  Hebronville,  was  straightened,  elimi- 
nating two  dangerous  curves,  and  Thacher  brook  was  en- 
larged and  continued  in  an  almost  straight  line,  from  the 
point  below  Maple  street,  where  the  town  had  stopped 
work  several  years  before,  to  South  Main  street.  This 
latter  piece  of  work,  done  entirely  at  the  expense  of  this 
department,  besides  draining  the  land  in  the  vicinity,  made 
possible  the  laying  of  the  sewer  in  land  belonging  to  the 
town,  thus  saving  possible  claims  for  land  damages,  and 
materially  shortening  the  length  of  the  East  side  main 
trunk  line. 

Where  the  sewer  has  been  layed  across  private  property, 
the  committee,  in  three  instances,  has  received  claims 
for  land  damage.  It  is  to  be  hoped  these  claims  can  be 
adjusted  in  a fair  and  equitable  manner  to  all  parties. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  committee  to  begin,  as  early 
as  possible  in  the  spring,  the  further  extension  of  the 
system,  by  the  laying  of  pipes  in  the  streets  of  the  town. 
The  plan  provides  for  sewers  for  practically  the  entire 
town,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  work  can  be  nearly  com- 
pleted this  summer.  Great  effort  will  be  made  to  subject 
the  public  to  the  least  possible  inconvenience,  and  it  will 
be  the  aim,  as  in  the  past,  to  have  the  streets  left  in  as 
good  condition  as  the  extensive  work  of  construction  will 
permit. 

Another  duty  that  entails  to  the  committee,  is  to  sug- 
gest to  the  town,  the  most  equitable  form  of  assessment 
for  the  payment  for  sewer  privileges.  Different  plans 
have  been  adopted  by  different  communities,  and  the 
committee  will  endeavor  to  formulate  a plan  that  the 
town  can  accept  or  modify  as  it  seems  fit.  This  report 
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will  be  made  in  print,  and  can  be  considered  at  some 
future  town  meeting. 

A complete  financial  statement  is  furnished  with  this 
report,  showing  the  actual  cost  of  the  system  to  date. 
Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  remarkable  closeness 
of  the  estimate  made  by  the  engineer,  and  the  ultimate 
cost.  Instead  of  the  cost  exceeding  the  estimate,  as  is 
so  frequently  the  case,  there  is  a difference,  in  favor  of 
the  engineer  of  $5,270.48.  The  committee  desires  to 
congratulate  Mr.  Van  Valkenburgh  on  this  noteworthy 
result,  and  to  thank  him  for  his  faithfulness  in  perform- 
ing his  duties.

January  i,  1912: 

Charles  S.  Holden.  M.  D..  Chairman  Committee  on 
Sewerage.  Attleborough.  Mass. 

Dear  Sir : — The  following  are  some  of  the  more  promi- 
nent items  of  interest  which  have  developed  during  the 
progress  of  constructing  the  sewerage  system  up  to  date. 

The  contractor  for  building  the  filtration  areas  resumed 
operations  at  the  field  about  the  first  of  last  April,  and 
completed  the  work  during  the  latter  part  of  Tune. 

The  filtration  field  has  been  constructed  in  a very 
thorough  manner  and  in  strict  accordance  with  the  plans 
and  specifications.  There  are  26  filters  with  a combined 
area  of  16  acres  exclusive  of  the  embankments  which 
separate  and  surround  them. 

The  distribution  system,  consisting  of  pipe  from  6 to 
24  inches  in  diameter,  is  located  in  the  embankments  and 
has  a total  length  of  11.000  feet. 

The  underdrainage  system  consisting  of  pipe  from  3 to 
12  inches  in  diameter  is  located  from  4 to  5 feet  below  the 
surface  of  the  beds  and  has  a total  length  of  23.630  feet. 
There  are  26  manholes  on  the  underdrainage  system  and 
ten  on  the  distribution  system. 

The  quality  of  the  material  of  which  the  filters  are  com- 
posed. and  which  was  clearly  revealed  during  the  excava- 
tion for  the  installation  of  the  underdrainage  system  is  in 
every  respect  as  good  as  claimed  for  it  in  my  original 
report — it  is  all  that  can  be  desired  for  the  purpose  of 
sewage  filtration. 

During  the  preparation  of  some  of  the  areas,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  soil  and  sub-soil  that  had  to  be  removed,  a 
considerable  amount  of  filtering  material  was  removed 
in  order  to  reduce  the  natural  elevation  of  those  areas  to 
an  elevation  upon  which  the  sewage  could  readily  flow. 

This  excavation  which  is  of  a quality  exceptionally 
good  has  been  so  disposed  of  that  with  but  small  expense 
an  additional  filter  can  be  constructed  with  the  same. 
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The  cost  of  constructing  the  filtration  field  as  it  now 
stands  ready  for  operation  is  composed  of  the  following 
items :

The  contractors,  Messrs.  Bruno  & Petitti,  for  building 
the  two  sections  o'f  30-inch  trunk  sewer  from  the  filtration 
field  up  to  near  Thacher  street  have  completed  their  con- 
tract with  the  exception  of  cleaning  the  sewer,  water- 
proofing the  elevated  sections  over  the  river  at  Dodge- 
ville  and  at  Hebronville  and  building  a section  about  30 
feet  long  opposite  the  Dodgeville  depot.  This  was  left 
unfinished  in  order  to  drain  the  sewer  into  the  river  while 
carrying  on  the  work  on  sections  above. 

The  new  work  laid  out  to  be  constructed  for  and  built 
during  1911  was  as  follows:  Beginning  at  the  northerly 

end  of  the  above  mentioned  trunk  sewer;  thence  with  a 
30-inch  cast  iron  pipe  about  400  feet  to  Thacher  street ; 
thence  with  a 24-inch  cast  iron  pipe  westerly  through 
Thacher  and  Nelson  streets,  private,  property,  Lamb 
street  and  other  private  property  beneath  the  railroad 
arch  bridge  and  along  the  westerly  side  o'f  the  Ten  Mile 
river  to  Sixth  street ; thence  with  a 20-inch  cast  iron  pipe 
along  the  said  river  to  Wall  street;  thence  in  Wall  and 
County  streets  to  Water  Works  street;  thence  with  sec- 
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tions  of  20-inch  vitrified  and  cast  iron  pipe  through  said 
street  and  private  property  to  Cliff  and  Hodges  streets ; 
thence  through  the  latter  street  to  Water  street;  thence 
to  Milk  street.  This  was  called  Section  3. 

Also  Section  4,  which  is  described  as  follows : Begin- 

ning at  the  junction  of  the  above  24-inch  and  30-inch 
sewers  at  Thacher  street,  thence  easterly  with  a 20-inch 
cast  iron  pipe  crossing  the  Ten  Mile  river  near  the  north- 
erly end  of  the  icehouse  and  extending  along  the  south- 
erly side  of  the  pond  to  South  Main  street,  thence  north- 
easterly along  the  westerly  side  of  Thacher  Brook  to  the 
junction  of  Maple  street  and  the  Speedway;  thence 
through  the  Speedway  to  Dunham  street ; thence  with  an 
18-inch  iron  pipe  continuing  through  the  Speedway,  Park 
and  Brook  streets  to  Fajmouth  street,  thence  with  a 16- 
inch  cast  iron  pipe  through  Falmouth  to  Forest  street  ; 
thence  with  a 12-inch  cast  iron  pipe  through  Forest  to 
Horton  street.  Also  short  sections  on  the  westerly  side  of 
the  Speedway  in  East,  School,  Pearl  and  Gardner  streets, 
and  each  side  in  Dunham  and  Park  streets.  Also  on  each 
side  of  Brook  street  in  Emory  and  Holman  streets  and 
westerly  in  Falmouth  street.  Specifications  were  ac- 
cordingly made  for  constructing  the  above  work. 

In  consequence  of  high  water  in  the  Ten  Mile  river  and 
Thacher  Brook  valleys  advertising -for  bids  for  laying  the 
pipe  was  purposely  delayed  until  June  8th.  Lender  that 
date  the  following  amount  of  work  was  advertised  in  the 
Boston  Herald  and  Engineering  News,  to  be  contracted 
for.

On  Section  3 five  bids  were  received  and  on  Section  4 
six  bids  were  received.  The  lowest  bid  for  the  two  sec- 
tions amounted  to  $67,177.40,  the  highest  $107,362.89. 
Bruno  & Petitti  being  the  lowest  bidders  the  contracts 
were  awarded  to  them. 

During  April  sealed  proposals  were  requested  from  the 
foundry  companies  for  furnishing  no  manhole  collars 
and  covers  as  per  plans  and  specifications  submitted. 

Eight  bids  were  received  ranging  from  $5.80  to  $7.44, 
also  one  bid  of  $15.65  for  the  company’s  own  design.  The 
contract  was  awarded  to  lowest  bidder,  the  Springfield 
Foundry  Co.,  for  $5,80,  f.  o.  b.  cars  Attleborough.

Also  186  pieces  of  special  castings  or  about  59.06  tons. 
Six  bids  were  received  the  highest  $25.25  'for  straight 
pipe  and  $50  for  specials.  The  lowest,  Charles  Millar  & 
Son  Co.  $22.20  for  straight  pipe  and  $45  specials  f.  o.  b. 
cars  Attleborough,  received  the  contract. 

On  October  19,  1911,  sealed  proposals  for  furnishing 
1812  feet  of  20-inch  vitrified  pipe  and  a few  specials  were 
received.  The  contract  was  awarded  to  the  lowest 
bidder  under  the  specifications,  the  Brownell  Hardware 
Co.  at  56  1-4  cents  per  foot  for  straight  pipe  f.  o.  b.  cars 
Attleborough. 

The  contractors  'for  laying  the  pipe  on  Sections  3 and 
4 were  considerably  delayed  at  times  by  the  slow  delivery 
of  cast  iron  pipe  and  one  week  of  rainy  weather.  The 
difficulties  attending  the  laying  of  the  pipe  have  been  at 
times  rather  trying,  but  not  much  more  so  than  was  anti- 
cipated. A cutting  to  a depth  of  ten  feet  often  times 
revealed  several  kinds  of  materials,  sand,  gravel,  quick- 
sand, boulders  and  ledge  appearing  very  unexpectedly. 

Our  experience  with  quicksand  along  Thacher  Brook, 
especially  from  Mape  street  to  Falmouth  street,  confirms 
the  opinion  expressed  early  in  my  investigation  for  a 
sewerage  system  'for  the  town,  that  it  would  be  impracti- 
cal to  construct  an  underdrainage  system  in  connection 
with  the  sewer  system  and  have  it  continue  to  operate 
much  longer  than  during  the  construction  of  the  sewers. 
Any  opening  sufficiently  large  to  admit  water  into  a drain 
would  also  allow  the  admission  of  the  fine  sand,  which  is 
so  abundant  in  places  and  a drain  beneath  the  Thacher 
Brook  sewer  having  a grade  identical  with  that  of  the 
sewer  would  not  fail  to  become  inoperative  in  a short 
time. 

The  town  is  very  fortunate  in  possessing  a 50-foot  wide 
strip  of  land  from  Maple  street  down  to  South  Main 
street,  a distance  of  about  4,200  feet.  Thacher  Brook 
from  Maple  street  down  for  about  2,000  feet  is  located  in 
the  center  of  this  reservation.  The  brook  then  continued 
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in  a very  crooked  manner  down  to  South  Main  street.  A 
new  channel  has  been  dug  for  the  brook  within  the  reser- 
vation and  close  to  its  southeasterly  boundary  extending 
upward  from  South  Main  street,  a distance  of  about  2,200 
feet,  and  the  20-inch  sewer  is  located  in  the  same  reserva- 
tion 8 feet  from  its  northwesterly  location  line,  all  the 
way  from  South  Main  to  Maple  street. 

If  Thacher  Brook  was  thoroughly  cleaned  out  once  a 
year  and  the  excavated  material  removed  from  the  banks 
the  section  through  which  it  passes  would  be  consider- 
ably benefited. 

During  the  laying  of  the  two  trunk  lines  from  the  junc- 
tion on  Thacher  street,  while  crossing  the  river  at  the  ice- 
houses and  along  the  pond  to  South  Main  street  and 
above;  also  while  crossing  the  river  at  Lamb  street  and 
while  laying  the  24-inch  pipe  in  the  river  beneath  the 
railroad  bridge  we  were  aided  very  materially  by  Mr. 
Sykes,  agent  of  the  Knights  Mills  at  Dodgeville,  who  very 
kindly  and  considerately  lowered  the  water  several  feet 
to  meet  our  convenience  for  a duration  of  nearly  four 
weeks.  And  right  here  it  seems  fitting  to  say  that  dur- 
ing all  the  while  we  have  been  building  the  sewer  over 
the  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville  Mill  property,  the  con- 
tractor and  the  town  through  its  engineer  have  been 
shown  the  greatest  consideration  by  Messrs.  Sykes  and 
Howland,  agents  of  those  mills,  and  this  opportunity  is 
taken  to  assure  them,  also  other  abuttors  along  the 
lines,  who  have  renderd  us  aid,  that  we  deeply  appreciate 
the  services  they  have  rendered  the  department. 

The  contractors  for  laying  pipe  have  ceased  operations 
until  weather  conditions  in  the  spring  will  permit  of 
their  resuming  work.

There  is  one  other  item  of  expense  not  included  in 
the  above.

In  conclusion,  I will  say  that  since  in  constructing  the 
heaviest  and  most  difficult  portions  of  the  proposed  sew- 
erage system  the  cost  has  not  exceeded  the  estimate.  It 
is  fairly  safe  to  predict  that  the  cost  of  constructing  the 
entire  system  as  reported  will  be  reasonably  close  to  the 
original  estimate.

Report  of  the  Sealer  of  Weights 
and  Measures 

For  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1911. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Gentlemen : — I have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you 
the  record  of  my  doings  for  the  year  1911. 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I have  made  one 
visit  extra  to  the  stores  outside  of  the  town  and  two  to 
the  stores  in  the  centre  this  year,  and  inspected  the  scales, 
etc.,  and  have  made  182  tests  of  various  articles  offered 
for  sale.  I found  some  that  were  off  weight  a small 
amount,  but  nearly  as  many  were  over  weight  as  under. 
In  one  case  I found  a team  coming  into  town  selling 
package  butter  that  was  under  weight,  but  a warning 
was  sufficient  to  bring  the  size  of  the  package  up  to  the 
standard. 

I find  that  the  merchants  as  a whole  are  willing  and 
ready  to  obey  the  laws,  and  that  the  scales  that  need  ad- 
justing are  as  o'ften  against  the  merchant,  as  the  cus- 
tomer. 

Early  in  the  year  I had  a complaint  that  potatoes  were 
being  sold  from  a freight  car  in  town  and  that  short 
weight  was  being  given.  Without  being  known  I went  to 
the  car  and  purchased  two  bushels  of  potatoes.  I then 
took  them  to  a store  on  Park  street,  and  after  testing  the 
scales  in  said  store  to  make  sure  they  were  accurate, 
weighed  the  potatoes  and  found  both  bushels  five  pounds 
short.  I then  went  to  the  car  and  tested  the  scales  of 
the  man  that  was  selling  and  found  them  correct,  but 
saw  at  a glance  that  the  vender  was  weighing  his  basket 
into  every  bushel  of  potatoes.  I swore  out  a warrant  for 
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his  arrest  and  took  him  into  court,  hut  was  unable  to 
make  a conviction  because  the  people  that  complained 
were  unwilling  to  go  into  court  and  testify.  The  vender 
pleaded  guilty  but  was  allowed  to  withdraw  his  plea  as 
the  judge  felt  that  in  my  case  a mistake  had  been  made 
rather  than  an  intention  to  defraud  and  the  man  was  dis- 
charged, myself  being  the  only  witness  against  him.

Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: — 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Health,  'for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31,  1911,  is  herewith  submitted.  Appended 
are  the  reports  of  the  Inspectors  of  Meat,  Milk,  and 
Plumbing,  comparative  tables  of  mortality,  and  a record 
of  the  contagious  diseases  reported  to  the  Board  during 
the  year.  The  organization  and  personnel  of  the  Board 
has  remained  the  same  as  during  the  previous  year. 

In  January,  Henry  H.  Wilcox,  of  Taunton,  ceased  to 
be  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  the  Board  having  previously 
appointed,  with  the  consent  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion, Arthur  B.  Read  and  Joseph  M.  Seagrave,  as  pro- 
visional inspectors. 

On  Oct.  9th,  the  Board  having  been  authorized  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  to  take  such  action,  made 
these  appointments  permanent. 

General  Work. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  held  thirty-three  meetings 
during  the  year.  The  regular  meetings  are  now  held  on 
the  second  and  'fourth  Monday  evenings.  Several  con- 
ferences with  other  town  officials  have  been  held,  and 
the  Board  has  spent  considerable  time  inspecting  and 
remedying  unsanitary  conditions  in  various  parts  of  the 
town. 

The  Board  has  on  occasions,  sought  advice  from  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  usually  through  the  District 
Health  Inspector,  Dr.  Elliott  Washburn,  of  Taunton, 
who  has  been  ever  ready  to  co-operate  with  the  Board, 
and  to  discuss  matters  pertaining  to  the  health  of  the 
town. 
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The  Board  feels  that  the  work  of  its  department  has 
been  accomplished  during  the  past  year  in  a fairly  satis- 
factory manner,  under  the  conditions  that  have  existed. 

The  Health  Department  has  a list  of  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities that  is  being  added  to  constantly  year  by 
year,  and  its  work  will  probably  continue  to  increase  not 
only  because  of  our  growing  population,  and  that  effect 
on  departmental  growth,  but  also  by  reason  of  the  uni- 
versal and  increasing  interest  shown  by  the  public,  and 
rightly  so  in  efforts  undertaken  toward  the  prevention 
of  unnecessary  diseases,  and  toward  the  protection  of 
the  public  health. 

It  is  being  more  generally  recognized  that  the  'function 
of  a Health  Board  is  to  have  control  of  all  conditions 
affecting  the  health  of  the  community,  and  not  solely  to 
inspect  nuisances  and  grant  garbage  licenses.  The  old 
and  expensive  way  formerly  conceived  by  communities 
to  cure  disease  without  adopting  measures  to  prevent  its 
spread,  has  given  way  by  progressive  steps  in  the  mod- 
ern conception  to  the  sentiment  of  that  old,  wise  axiom 
that  “Prevention  is  better  than  cure.” 

The  good  that  this  town  will  derive  in  the  future  from 
the  work  of  its  Board  of  Health,  will  depend  largely  as 
it  has  in  the  past,  on  the  attitude  shown  by  its  citizens 
in  favor  of  all  sensible  measures  taken  to  promote  good, 
healthful  conditions  here.  While  the  number  of  those 
interested  and  public  spirited  in  health  matters  has  in- 
creased, it  seems  apparent  that  such  an  attitude  is  not 
general  in  the  town.  We  believe,  however,  that  this 
condition  of  affairs  may  be  due  to  apathy  or  misunder- 
standing, rather  than  to  evil  intentions. 

The  Board  of  Health  must  depend  much  upon  the  co- 
operation of  the  public,  as  to  the  amount  of  efficiency 
and  thoroughness  with  which  its  work  is  carried  out. 
'Every  Health  Department,  on  the  other  hand,  is  con- 
stantly hampered  by  opposition  or  by  lack  of  assistance 
from  individuals  in  its  work  of  disease  prevention.  A 
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few  of  the  many  instances  may  be  cited : vaccination 
without  a question  should  be  general,  to  protect  us  from 
epidemics  of  that  dread  disease,  small  pox,  which  has 
already  recently  appeared  near  our  borders,  and  the  seri- 
ousness of  which  is  not  given  proper  consideration  by  our 
inhabitants,  for  the  only  reason  that  vaccination  has  for- 
tunately kept  us  free  in  recent  years  from  this  disease. 
Why  then,  will  parents,  with  nothing  but  silly  reasons, 
and  against  the  advice  of  reputable  physicians,  persist- 
ently attempt  to  prevent  their  children  from  obtaining 
that  immunity  which  rightfully  and  legally  belongs  to 
them?  It  is  a fact  to  be  deplored  in  many  communities, 
that  some  physicians  will  give  certificates  of  unfitness 
for  vaccination  to  children  in  the  public  schools,  who  for 
their  own  and  others  protection,  should  be  vaccinated. 
We  are  glad  to  note  that  locally  such  a condition  of 
affairs  if  it  obtains  at  all,  exists  in  a very  limited  degree. 

The  above-mentioned  lack  of  co-operation  between 
parents  and  the  health  authorities,  with  the  inevitable 
results  that  always  follow  in  its  wake,  is  'further  illus- 
trated by  the  unsuccessful  attempts  to  control  the 
spread  of  the  so-called  less  dangerous  contagious  dis- 
eases ; whooping  cough,  measles  and  the  milder  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria.  Many  of  the  parents  are 
careful,  and  show  some  consideration  for  the  well  being 
of  others,  but  there  are  examples  where  important  health 
rules  are  totally  disregarded.  It  is  due  to  such  careless- 
ness, that  epidemics  occur.  Parents  should  keep  their 
children  when  ill,  strictly  away  from  all  other  children, 
not  only  at  school  but  at  Sunday  school,  moving 
picture  shows  and  elsewhere.  It  is  becoming  a more 
and  more  difficult  problem  to  control  these  conditions, 
more  especialty  because  we  have  no  isolation  hospital. 
The  quarantine  established  in  the  average  house  is  at 
best  a very  unsatisfactory  and  incomplete  method  of 
disease  prevention. 

It  may  be  truthfully  stated  that  every  case  of  con- 
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tagious  disease  is  due  to  the  carelessness  of  someone, 
even  more  than  that  in  many  instances,  it  is  due  to  crimi- 
nal negligence  because  of  the  disregard  of  the  health 
laws.  Many  of  the  milder  cases  are  not  attended  by  a 
physician,  the  Board  of  Health  is  not  notified,  the  other 
children  in  the  family  go  to  school  and  various  public 
places,  and  there  we  have  the  source  of  our  most  frequent 
epidemics. 

Recommendations. 

Under  this  head,  it  seems  logical  for  us  to  consider 
sanitary  and  hygienic  problems  that  are  crying  out  for 
solution.  At  this  time  when  we  are  contemplating  a 
change  in  the  form  of  government  of  our  growing  town, 
is  it  not  wise  to  hear  from  the  different  departments, 
whose  members  must  have  had  ample  opportunity,  while 
in  office,  of  observing  under  the  present  system  of  gov- 
ernment. certain  principles  that  might  well  be  improved 
upon?  Few  towns  of  our  size,  have  ideal  health  condi- 
tions. It  is  difficult,  because  of  ever  changing  beliefs, 
governing  the  principles  of  disease  prevention,  and  in 
this  State  at  least,  because  of  the  frequently  amended 
health  laws,  for  a Board  of  Health  to  offer  to  the  people  a 
simple  and  definite  plan  to  safeguard  the  public  health. 

At  present,  widely  divergent  opinions  are  held  in  re- 
gard to  such  important  health  matters  as  pasteurization, 
quarantine,  disinfection  and  sanitary  plumbing.  There 
are,  however,  certain  measures,  the  adoption  of  which 
might  well  be  considered  by  every  community.  Attle- 
boro must  in  the  near  future  find  it  necessary  to  give  at- 
tention to  many  of  these. 

There  is  need  for  more  ample  medical  inspection  of 
the  schools,  and  for  the  provision  of  school  nurses.  The 
Acts  of  1906  provided  that  a system  of  medical  inspection 
of  schools  should  be  established  in  every  city  and  town 
in  the  Commonwealth,  and  that  one  or  more  school  phy- 
sicians should  be  appointed  by  the  school  committee. 
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As  Attleboro  had  previously  adopted  no  inspection,  it 
became  necessary  for  the  school  committee  to  appoint  a 
school  physician.  This  was  done  and  while  the  school 
officials  have  shown  good  judgment  in  the  selection  of 
their  appointee  to  that  office,  and  the  town  is  rendered 
valuable  service  in  return  for  which  it  pays  a very  inade- 
quate salary,  the  fact  is  apparent  that  medical  inspection 
in  the  schools  here  could  be  made  much  more  efficient 
by  the  employment  of  one  or  more  school  nurses. 

The  object  of  school  medical  inspection  is  two-fold; 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  communicable  diseases  in  the 
schools,  where  undoubtedly  a large  proportion  of  the 
cases  of  contagious  diseases  originate,  and  to  examine  for 
and  attempt  to  correct  physical  defects  in  the  pupils.  It 
is  quite  generally  agreed  that  the  part  of  the  work  of 
school  inspection  relating  to  contagious  diseases,  is  best 
looked  after  by  boards  of  health,  while  the  correction  of 
physical  defects,  and  the  bearing  of  such  on  the  future 
development  of  the  children,  physical,  mental  and  educa- 
tional, is  plainly  a measure  closely  related  to  the  other 
work  O'f  school  authorities,  and  is  best  administered  by 
the  school  physician  and  school  nurses  under  their 
direction. 

The  following  up  of  cases  in  their  homes,  and  the  in- 
struction of  the  parents,  is  an  absolute  essential  to  proper 
medical  inspection,  and  the  employment  of  the  school 
nurse  to  attend  to  this  branch  of  the  work  is  quite  neces- 
sary if  positive  results  are  to  be  expected.  There  can  be 
no  deserved  criticism  made  of  the  school  committee  in 
its  efforts  thus  far  to  provide  medical  inspection  in  our 
schools,  but  it  may  be  desirable  soon  for  the  school  and 
health  authorities  to  combine,  in  an  effort  to  improve  the 
system. 

In  our  last  report,  attention  was  called  to  the  need  of 
an  isolation  hospital  for  the  reception  and  care  of  con- 
tagious cases,  and  for  the  establishment  of  a bacterio- 
logical laboratory  in  connection  therewith.  While  the 
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Board  feels  that  this  need  should  be  kept  in  mind,  it  now 
seems  desirable  to  first  ascertain  what  is  to  be  the  out- 
come of  a bequest  recently  made  of  land  and  buildings  to 
the  town  for  hospital  purposes.  In  the  event  of  this 
town  acquiring  in  the  near  future,  control  of  the  estate 
above  referred  to,  and  establishing  thereon  a general  hos- 
pital, a very  happy  solution  of  the  problem  in  part,  at 
least,  would  be  immediately  made  possible.  The  location 
is  ideal,  and  there  would  be  plenty  of  room  to  erect  build- 
ings suitable  for  an  isolation  hospital.  At  a recent  con- 
ference with  the  State  Inspector  of  Health,  at  which  the 
town  of  North  Attleboro  was  also  represented,  this  Board 
assumed,  in  what  in  its  judgment,  was  for  the  town’s  best 
interests,  the  attitude  that  under  present  conditions,  it 
would  be  unfair  for  the  State  Board  of  Health  (which  has 
authority  under  recent  enactment),  to  insist  on  the  imme- 
diate establishment  of  an  isolation  hospital  in  Attleboro, 
and  the  hope  was  expressed  to  the  State  Inspector  of 
Health,  that  a reasonably  sufficient  time  would  be  al- 
lowed the  town  to  determine  whether  or  not  such  a loca- 
tion as  before  referred  to,  might  be  acquired. 

The  Board  would  recommend  if  this  site  came  into  the 
towns  possesion,  that  an  appropriation  be  immediately 
made  for  the  construction  of  a modern  isolation  hospital, 
to  provide  for  all  diseases  dangerous  to  the  public  health, 
including  tuberculosis.  It  is  possible  that  a major  part 
of  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  such  an  institution  would 
be  provided  for  by  the  receipts  that  would  accrue  from 
the  payment  made  to  Attleboro  by  # the  surrounding 
smaller  towns  for  the  care  of  their  contagious  cases.  An 
example  of  such  a hospital  maintained  without  expense  in 
this  way  may  be  found  in  Brighton. 

The  Board  would  also  call  attention  to  the  need  of  a 
system  of  drains  of  permanent  construction  in  that  part 
of  the  town  near  the  centre  bordering  on  the  Thacher 
Brook  Drain.  The  removal  of  sewage  from  that  locality 
will  no  doubt  be  a great  improvement  on  present  condi- 
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tions,  but  the  construction  of  a system  of  surface  water 
drains  to  be  connected  with  the  Thacher  Brook,  will  we 
believe,  be  a good  investment,  as  it  will  increase  the  valu- 
ation of  taxable  property,  and  at  the  same  time,  add  to 
the  healthfulness  and  attractiveness  of  that  portion  of  the 
town. 


Contagious  Diseases. 

The  following  list  of  rules  printed  on  cardboard,  is  left 
at  every  house  where  it  is  necessary  to  quarantine 
patients : 

1.  The  sick  person  is  to  be  kept  i.n  a room  by  himself. 

2.  No  one  but  the  nurse  and  the  doctor  should  be  al- 
lowed in  the  room. 

3.  Your  own  children  must  be  kept  at  home.  They 
may  play  in  their  own  yard,  but  must  be  kept  off  the 
street. 

4.  Other  people’s  children  must  not  be  allowed  to 
enter  your  house. 

5.  Adult  members  of  the  family  will  be  allowed  to 
work  provided  they  have  absolutely  nothing  to  do  with 
the  sick  person.  They  must  keep  out  of  the  sick  room. 

6.  It  is  a bad  plan  to  have  the  neighbors  running  in. 
Talk  to  them  through  the  window. 

7.  All  children  in  the  house  are  to  be  kept  from  school 
until  a certificate  to  return  is  granted  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  This  applies  to  Sunday  school  also. 

8.  Toys  that  the  patient  plays  with  should  be  burned. 

9.  Do  not  use  handkerchiefs  for  the  patient.  Use 
old,  soft  linen,  and  burn  the  linen  as  soon  as  used. 

10.  The  patient  should  not  use  the  same  eating  uten- 
sils that  are  used  by  the  family.  Give  him  separate  ones. 

11.  The  sick  person  will  not  be  allowed  to  leave  the 
house  until  the  card  is  removed  from  the  door. 

12.  Public  Library  books,  Public  and  Sunday  School 
books  must  not  be  used  by  the  patient  nor  left  in  the 
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sick  room,  nor  should  they  be  returned  except  with  our 
permission.  Give  us  a list  of  such  books. 

13.  All  school  books  and  Public  Library  books  if  they 
have  been  used  by  the  patient,  may  be  ordered  burned 
by  the  Board  of  Health. 

14.  Do  not  send  laundry  out  of  the  house  where  there 
is  contagious  disease. 

15.  Do  not  allow  the  milkman  to  leave  a bottle  or 
other  milk  container  at  a house  where  there  is  contagious 
disease ; the  milk  should  be  poured  from  his  can  or  bottle 
into  a receptacle  provided  by  the  family. 

There  were  reported  during  the  year,  sixty-three  cases 
of  scarlet  fever : more  than  the  usual  number ; fortun- 
ately. however,  the  cases  were  for  the  most  part,  of  a 
mild  type.  There  was  one  death  from  scarlet  fever  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  measles  cases  totalled  forty-four  for 
1911,  against  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  cases  the 
year  before.  There  were  nineteen  cases  of  varicella  or 
chicken  pox  reported.  This  is  without  doubt  a small 
number  of  the  cases  that  actually  occurred,  but  which 
were  of  so  mild  a nature  that  they  were  not  recognized, 
or  if  so,  were  not  reported.  There  was  one  case  only  of 
infantile  paralysis,  which  was  promptly  quarantined 
when  discovered.  There  were  four  cases  of  ophthalmia 
reported  in  infants.  A recent  provision  of  the  statutes 
calls  for  prompt  action  by  health  authorities,  in  such 
cases,  to  prevent  blindness,  and  the  Board  is  able  to 
report  good  results  in  all  the  cases,  two  of  which,  because 
of  their  serious  nature,  having  been  sent  by  the  Board  to 
the  Massachusetts  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary.  There  were 
only  five  cases  of  diphtheria  reported.  Many  mild  cases 
of  this  disease  doubtless  are  unrecognized.  It  is  quite 
possible  for  children  with  diphtheria  to  feel  well  enough 
to  attend  school  and  other  public  places.  These  cases 
are  much  more  dangerous  to  the  public  than  the  severe 
cases  which  are  isolated,  and  probably  are  often  responsi- 
ble for  the  spread  of  the  disease.  The  quarantined  cases 
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are  not  allowed  to  go  free  until  negative  cultures  are  ob- 
tained from  their  throats,  and  this  rule  often  necessitates 
keeping  the  patient  in  quarantine  many  days  after  the 
other  symptoms  have  disappeared.  Whooping  cough 
has  been  rather  prevalent ; thirty-one  cases  were  re- 
ported, but  many  more  had  the  disease,  often  as  a compli- 
cation of  one  or  more  of  the  other  children’s  diseases. 
There  were  two  cases  of  tetanus  reported,  both  of  which 
were  fatal. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  thirty-four  new  cases  reported,  and  twelve 
persons  died  in  the  town  during  the  year  from  this  dis- 
ease. Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  fight 
against  this  affection  in  Attleboro.  A local  Anti-Tuber- 
culosis Society  has  been  recently  organized,  and  through 
its  district  nurse  will  doubtless  prove  to  be  of  great 
assistance  in  the  work  of  relief  and  prevention  of  this 
disease  in  particular,  and  of  other  diseases,  in  a general 
way.  This  organization’s  campaign  for  the  education  of 
all  persons  about  consumption,  and  its  prevention,  and 
the  policy  adopted  by  the  society  in  caring  for  needy 
cases,  as  well  as  their  families,  meets  with  the  hearty  ap- 
proval of  this  Board,  as  it  should  merit  the  endorsement 
of  every  person  interested  in  efforts  made  to  check  the 
ravages  of  this  preventable  disease. 

The  Board  has  under  consideration,  a plan  which  com- 
prises the  establishment  of  a hospital  for  the  care,  isola- 
tion and  treatment  of  tubercular  patients.  Recent  legis- 
lation provides  for  the  payment  by  the  State  of  a subsidy 
to  towns  having  such  a hospital.  We  believe  that  in 
many  cases  the  expense  per  capita  will  be  less  than  is 
now  paid  for  the  care  of  these  patients  in  other  institu- 
tions, and  in  their  homes.  Whether  or  not  this  may  be 
so,  it  is  evident  that  little  can  be  accomplished  in  the 
work  of  eradicating  this  disease,  until  the  incipient  cases 
are  promptly  placed  under  institution  care  where  most 
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of  them  will  recover,  and  until  the  advanced  cases  are 
removed  from  surroundings  where  unsanitary  conditions 
and  careless  management  shorten  their  lives,  and  en- 
danger the  health  of  others,  and  particularly  of  little  chil- 
dren exposed  to  the  infection.  While  cases  are  at  pres- 
ent sent  to  Lakeville  and  Rutland,  so  far  as  is  practicable, 
this  plan  is  the  opposite  from  ideal.  The  waiting  list  is 
long  at  both  these  places,  incipient  cases  waiting  for  ad- 
mission losing  valuable  time,  and  advanced  cases  becom- 
ing worse,  and  endangering  others  by  such  delay.  In  the 
work  of  prevention  of  consumption,  it  is  also  well  for  us 
to  consider  its  relation  to  school  inspection.  The  habits 
of  living  which  protect  one  in  later  life,  must  be  formed 
in  youth.  Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  value 
of  the  school  nurse ; the  education  of  the  child  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  hygiene,  as  well  as  the  education  of  the  parents 
in  their  homes,  might  well  receive  some  needed  attention. 
Open-air  schools  for  such  children  as  show  any  tendency 
to  consumption  or  diseases  of  malnutrition  must  soon  be 
a subject  for  thought,  and  the  measure  of  its  value  to  the 
health  of  the  community  taken.  These  opinions  are 
mentioned  for  consideration  because  it  is  felt  by  medical 
authorities  who  father  these  ideas  that  it  is  a matter  of 
economy  to  take  care  of  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of 
any  town.  Municipalities  are  learning  the  lesson  that  in: 
surance  companies  long  since  were  taught,  and  just  as 
the  insurance  companies  realize  that  it  is  better  to  care 
for  their  policy  holders,  than  it  is  to  allow  them  to  die, 
and  necessitate  the  payment  of  death  claims,  so  the  town 
should  learn  that  to  grow  in  population  and  importance, 
it  is  unquestionably  not  only  necessary  to  attract  new 
citizens,  but  it  is  also  essential  to  care  for  the  health  and 
lives  of  its  residents.  So  these  principles  must  some  day 
be  endorsed  even  by  the  type  of  citizens  who  do  not  ap- 
prove of  expenditures  except  those  demanded  by  neces- 
sity and  economy.  This  plan  has  an  economic  as  well  as 
a social  value. 
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There  were  fifty-one  cases  of  typhoid  reported,  forty- 
nine  of  which  occurred  in  August  and  September.  Fol- 
lowing is  a complete  account  of  the  outbreak. 


Typhoid  Fever. 

During  the  months  of  August  and  September,  an  out- 
break of  typhoid  fever  occurred  here,  which,  from  a pub- 
lic health  standpoint,  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant in  the  town’s  history.  It  is  doubtful  if  many  in 
the  community  gave  the  matter  more  than  a passing 
thought  at  the  time,  and  the  incident  is  now  probably 
almost  forgotten.  The  town  was,  however,  in  a very 
serious  situation  for  several  days  in  so  far  as  the  health 
of  its  inhabitants  was  concerned.  It  was  very  fortunate 
that  early  detection  and  abatement  of  the  source  of  the 
trouble  was  possible.  The  importance  of  milk  inspection 
was  dwelt  on  in  last  year’s  report,  and  the  following  ex- 
ample of  what  we  may  under  present  methods,  again  ex- 
pect, should  stir  some  one  to  action.  The  occurrence  of 
these  typhoid  cases  and  the  yearly  roll  of  diarrhoea  in 
children  may  be  usually  ascribed  to  dirty  milk,  the  sale 
of  which  is  not  as  yet  strictly  under  the  control  of  any 
state  or  municipal  authority. 

On  August  4,  1911,  the  town  having  been  free  for 
months  from  typhoid  fever,  and  several  years  having 
passed  with  only  an  occasional  case  being  noted,  the  first 
of  a series  of  cases  of  that  disease  was  reported  to  this 
Board.  On  August  15,  two  more  cases  appeared,  followed 
on  August  23,  by  two  more,  an  incident  to  make  any 
Board  of  Health  anxious,  and  on  August  26,  eight  cases 
were  reported,  removing  all  doubt  that  the  town  was  now 
the  seat  of  what  might  prove  to  be  a serious  epidemic. 
On  August  26,  what  appeared  to  be  a probable  source  of 
the  outbreak,  was  discovered  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Board,  and  promptly  dealt  with,  and  immediately  the 
cases  reported  began  to  diminish  in  number.  Five  cases 
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on  the  29th,  and  four  on  the  31st  of  August  were  re- 
ported. In  September,  there  were  reported  three  cases 
on  the  2d,  three  on  the  5th.  two  each  on  the  6th,  7th  and 
8th,  three  on  the  nth  and  one  on  the  19th.  The  period 
of  incubation  from  the  time  of  suppressing  the  supposed 
cause  on  August  26th.  now  being  over,  only  an  occasional 
case  was  reported,  two  on  the  22nd  and  one  each  on  the 
28th  and  30th,  when  the  forty-seventh  case  in  the  out- 
break was  reported.  Two  more  straggling  cases,  whose 
symptoms  dated  back  many  days,  were  reported  in  the 
first  part  of  October,  and  on  the  7th  of  that  month,  the 
outbreak  finally  ceased  with  the  reporting  of  the  forty- 
ninth  case. 

The  sudden  occurrence  of  these  widely  distributed 
cases  in  a town  where  the  disease  had  never  before  gained 
such  a foothold,  and  where  for  years  only  sporadic  cases 
had  occurred  at  irregular  intervals,  pointed  to  some  com- 
mon source  of  infection.  Persuing  the  policy  already 
previously  adopted  in  dealing  with  this  disease,  the  Board 
of  Health  made  a visit  to  each  case  reported,  and 
gathered  data  as  to  the  probable  origin  of  the  patient’s 
illness.  Few  visits  had  been  made  before  the  Board  was 
furnished  with  what  seemed  to  be  striking  and  unmistake- 
able  evidence  that  it  was  dealing  with  a milk  borne 
epidemic  and.  moreover,  it  was  apparent  that  the  product 
of  one  dealer  was  responsible.  This  dealer.  "A,”  de- 
livered daily  in  Attleboro,  to  houses,  stores  and  restaur- 
ants, five  hundred  and  fifty  quarts  of  milk.  This  output, 
he  obtained  from  seven  farms,  six  of  which  were  in  Reho- 
both.  It  was  found  that  thirty-one  patients  used  milk 
that  was  purchased  only  from  Dealer  “A,”  and  which 
they  had  drank  at  home  or  in  a boarding  place  or  drug 
store.  Several  patients  had  used  milk  from  “A’s”  sup- 
ply in  addition  to  that  obtained  from  other  dealers; 
three  patients  used  milk  exclusively  from  other  dealers. 
One  patient  was  found  in  Rehoboth  who  had  used  milk 
purchased  direct  from  Producer  “J.”  Over  forty  cases 
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were  shown  by  the  facts  obtained,  to  have  used  milk 
which  came  directly  or  indirectly  from  Dealer  “A.”

Dealer  “A”  received  milk  from  the  farms  above  re- 
ferred to,  every  forenoon  at  a station  in  the  east  part  of 
the  town,  where  the  whole  supply  was  poured  into  one 
tank  and  mixed ; after  being  run  through  a coil  of  pipes 
and  subjected  'for  a short  time  to  a temperature  said  to 
be  less  than  155  degrees  Fahrenheit,  the  so-called  pasteur- 
ized milk  was  then  cooled  and  bottled.  The  empty 
bottles  and  cans  were  sterilized  by  live  steam,  dried,  and 
the  latter  returned  to  the  farms  to  receive  the  next  days 
supply.  A wet  wash  laundry  was  located  in  the  same 
building  with  the  milk  station,  and  was  connected  with 
the  bottling  room  by  a door.  This  aroused  some  com- 
ment, but  the  Board  could  find  no  evidence  that  the  laun- 
dry employees  ever  handled  the  milk,  or  that  any  of  the 
persons  employed  about  the  milk  station  had  recently 
been  ill.  The  sanitary  conditions  at  the  dairy  im- 
pressed the  Board  favorably.  It  was  evident  that  the 
milk  must  have  been  contaminated  with  typhoid  germs 
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before  it  reached  the  dairy.  Investigation  was  then 
made  of  the  seven  farms,  supplying  the  product  to  Dealer 
“A,”  and  while  two  of  these  in  Rehoboth  did  not  meet  the 
usual  requirements  demanded  for  the  production  of  clean 
milk,  there  was  nothing  more  suspicious  to  be  said  of 
any  of  them,  until  investigation  disclosed  the  fact  that 
Producer  “J”  of  Rehoboth,  who  sold  milk  daily  to 
Dealer  “A”  of  Attleboro,  had  at  his  home  a daughter, 
“Mrs.  B,”  who  was  said  to  be  ill  of  typhoid  fever.  The 
examination  later  of  this  patient’s  blood  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  confirmed  the  diagnosis  of  this  disease. 
While  the  cans  brought  to  the  farm  by  Dealer  “A”  every 
day  were  carefully  sterilized  before  they  left  the  milk 
station,  the  milk  pails  used  by  Producer  “J”  were  washed 
in  his  house,  where  the  case  of  typhoid  lay,  and  with 
water  from  a well  about  ten  feet  from  the  back  door. 
This  well  was  not  far  distant  from  a spot  where  drainage 
from  the  kitchen  sink  was  deposited  on  the  surface  of  the 
ground.  The  water  from  this  well,  when  later  examined 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  was  found  to  be  badly  pol- 
luted, and  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

Several  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the  farm  by 
members  of  the  local  Board,  who  were  satisfied  that  the 
real  cause  of  the  epidemic  had  been  discovered  some 
time  before  the  cessation  of  the  trouble  confirmed  their 
belief. 

It  is  doubtful  if  the  direct  responsibility  for  the  occur- 
rence of  these  typhoid  cases  will  ever  be  determined.  The 
officials  in  the  town  of  Rehoboth  denied  having  had  any 
knowledge  of  the  case  until  advised  by  the  State  Inspec- 
tor soon  after  he  had  been  notified  of  conditions  by  the 
Attleboro  Board  of  Health.  A joint  investigation,  which 
was  immediately  made  by  the  local  Board  and  the  State 
Inspector,  disclosed  the  fact  that  no  action  had  been 
taken  to  prevent  the  sale  of  milk  from  this  farm,  until 
the  Attleboro  Board  of  Health  started  its  investigation 
and  discovered  the  trouble.  The  typhoid  case,  mean- 
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while,  had  been  under  a physician’s  care  for  several  days. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  commended  in  a letter  to 
the  Attleboro  Board,  its  prompt  action  in  controlling  the 
epidemic.  The  State  Board  in  its  October  bulletin  de- 
scribes the  outbreak  and  infers  that  a great  lesson  has 
been  taught  concerning  the  importance  of  proper  milk 
inspection,  and  farm  inspection,  which  it  declares  should 
be  done  under  state  supervision.  Whatever  conclusion 
may  be  drawn  it  is  evident  that  we  have  had  illustrated 
how  easily  under  present  conditions,  our  food  supply  can 
be  contaminated,  and  the  public  has  been  brought  to  con- 
sider in  a measure,  a problem  of  vital  importance  to  us 
all,  which  has  in  its  solution,  the  proper  regulation  of  our 
milk  supply. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  Attleboro  during 
1911,  was  one  hundred  and  eighty-six,  of  which  ninety 
were  males  and  ninety-six  females.  The  death  rate  per 
thousand  of  population  was  11.5. 

There  were  fifty  deaths  under  one  year,  and  sixty  three 
under  five  years.  Sixteen  died  at  the  age  of  eighty  or 
over.  There  were  eleven  deaths  from  pneumonia,  seren 
from  cancer,  fifteen  from  heart  disease,  twelve  from  acci- 
dent, and  twenty  from  tuberculosis  in  its  various  forms.

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  MILK  AND  MEAT 
TO  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

Board  of  Health,  Attleboro,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : — I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as 
Milk  and  Meat  Inspector,  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31, 
1911. 

Number  of  milk  licenses  sold,  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight,  number  of  visits  made  to  inspect  dairies,  in  regard 
to  cleanliness  and  proper  ventilation,  seventy-three. 

A second  visit  was  made  to  the  dairies  four  weeks 
after  the  first  inspection,  and  improvement  was  noted  in 
nearly  all  instances.  I have  tried  to  impress  on  the  milk 
producers,  the  importance  of  keeping  their  cows  clean, 
and  of  being  careful  at  the  time  of  milking  to  see  that 
the  milkers  hands  are  washed,  that  the  cows  udders  are 
cleansed,  that  no  milk  is  strained  in  the  same  room  where 
the  cows  are  kept,  and  that  bottles,  cans  and  pails  are 
scalded  and  kept  clean. 

I hope  to  discourage  the  practice  that  some  of  the 
dealers  have  of  filling  bottles  on  the  street.  The  bottles 
should  be  carried  to  the  dairy,  and  thoroughly  cleansed 
and  scalded  before  filling. 

As  Inspector  of  Dressed  Meat  for  1911,  I have  made 
one  hundred  and  thirty-six  visits  during  the  year,  where 
one  hundred  and  forty-two  cows,  two  hundred  and 
eighty-five  swine,  seventy-seven  calves,  four  bulls,  four 
sheep  and  two  oxen  have  been  slaughtered,  and  from 
this  inspection,  I have  caused  to  be  condemned  during 
the  year,  as  unfit  for  food,  the  carcasses  of  eight  of  the 
cows,  two  of  the  calves  and  one  of  the  swine.

Horses. 

The  department  has1  eleven  horses:  Two  on  Hose 

No.  1,  South  Main  street;  two  on  Ladder  No.  1,  Union 
street;  two  on  Hose  No.  2,  Union  street;  two  on  Ladder 
No.  3,  South  Main  street ; one  on  hose  No.  4,  South  Attle- 
boro ; one  used  by  chief,  one  for  fire  alarm  purposes.  The 
horses  used  for  Hose  Nos.  3 and  5 and  for  Ladder  No.  2 
are  hired. 
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Harnesses. 

The  department,  has  five  sets  of  double  harnesses,  four 
in  good  condition  and  one  poor.  Four  single  harnesses 
in  'fair  condition. 


Fire  Alarm. 

The  Gamewell  fire  alarm  system  is  in  use  and  in  good 
condition.  It  consists  of  the  following  apparatus : Two 
steam  gongs,  one  at  the  Pumping  Station  at  South  Attle- 
boro, and  one  at  the  Electric  Light  Station,  located  at  the 
Farmers;  three  bells,  one  on  South  Main  street,  one  on 
Peck  street,  one  on  Hose  No.  4 house,  one  striker  located 
in  church  tower  at  Hebronville.  There  are  four  indica- 
tors in  houses  1,  2,  4,  5.  Sixteen  takers  located  as  fol- 
lows: One  at  power  station  at  Briggs  Corner,  and  in 

shops  and  houses  of  members  of  the  department;  65 
street  boxes,  owned  by  town ; two  private  boxes,  one 
owned  by  the  Interstate  Street  Railway  Co.,  one  by  the 
Taunton  & Pawtucket  Street  Railway  Co.;  about  65* 
miles  of  wire  and  all  necessary  tools  for  keeping  same  in 
repair;  one  storage  battery  complete,  with  a six-circuit 
switch  board  and  repeater. 


Houses. 

The  department  houses  are  located  as  'follows : South 
Main  street,  occupied  by  Hose  No.  1,  Ladder  No.  3, 
motor  truck  and  chief’s  buggy ; Union  street,  occupied  by 
Hose  No.  2,  Ladder  No.  1 ; house  at  Farmers,  occupied  by 
Hose  No.  3 ; house  at  South  Attleboro,  occupied  by  Hose 
No.  4 and  Ladder  No.  2;  house  at  Hebronville,  occupied 
by  Hose  No.  5 ; Hose  company  No.  6 is  located  in  a build- 
ing owned  by  the  St.  Jean  Improvement  Society,  house 
at  Briggs  Corner  is  occupied  by  Hose  No.  7. 
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Permanent  Improvements. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  put  in  four  new  fire 
alarm  boxes,  extended  the  fire  alarm  on  Highland  avenue 
and  on  Lindsey  street;  purchased  1,500  feet  of  hose; 
made  numerous  repairs  on  apparatus ; purchased  a motor 
truck,  which  was  put  in  service  Aug.  7,  1911,  and  to  Dec. 
31,  1911,  answered  to  24  alarms,  travelled  342  miles. 

Expenses  to  date,  including  everything  purchased  for 
truck,  $34.68.  In  the  purchase  of  this  truck,  we  believe 
the  town  secured  the  best  piece  of  fire  apparatus  we  ever 
had.

such  employes  or  agents  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
and  may  prescribe  their  duties.”

the  town,  or  do  anything  in  relation  thereto,  agreeable  to 
a petition. 
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Art.  34.  To  see  what  appropriation  the  Town  will 
make  for  lighting-  the  public  streets. 

Art.  35.  To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  appropriate 
for  insurance  of  Town  buildings,  or  do  anything  in  rela- 
tion thereto. 

Art.  36.  To  determine  when  taxes  become  due  and 
payable  and  what  rate  of  interest  the  Town  will  charge  on 
taxes  remaining  unpaid. 

Art.  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Collec- 
tor of  Taxes  to  use  all  means  of  collecting  taxes  which  a 
Town  Treasurer  may  use  when  appointed  a collector. 

Art.  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to 
borrow  during  the  municipal  year,  beginning  Jan.  1st,

In  a Town  which  by  .a 
vote  of  the  majority  of  the  voters  voting  thereon  at 
an  annual  or  special  town  meeting  accepts  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  or  has  accepted  the  corres- 
ponding provisions  of  earlier  laws,  the  provisions 
o'f  this  chapter  and  the  rules  made  under  the  author- 
ity thereof  which  relate  to  the  police  and  fire  forces 
of  cities  except  Boston  shall  apply  to  all  members 
of  the  regular  or  permanent  police  and  fire  forces,  or 
to  the  call  fire  force,  or  to  either  of  said  forces  of  a 
town.  Such  vote  may  limit  the  application  of  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  and  o'f  the  rules  made 
thereunder  either  to  the  police  force  or  to  the  fire 
force  of  such  town,  or  it  may  extend  such  applica- 
tion to  both  of  said  forces.  Upon  such  vote  of  ac- 
ceptance, each  member  of  the  force  or  forces  in- 
cluded therein  and  within  the  classified  Civil  Ser- 
Adce  shall  continue  to  hold  his  office  until  death, 
resignation  or  removal.  He  shall  not  be  removed 
except  for  cause  shown  after  a full  hearing  before 
the  board  or  officer  of  the  Town  having  power  to 
make  removals,  and  such  member  shall  have  the 
right  to  be  present  at  such  hearing  and  to  be  repre- 
sented by  counsel.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and  al- 
low as  Town  ways  the  layout  of  Wigwam  and  Henry 
streets,  as  made  by  the  Selectmen,  and  make  an  appro- 
priation therefor  or  do  anything  in  relation  thereto, 
agreeable  to  a petition. 

Art.  58.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
allow  as  a Town  way  the  layout  of  Atwood  street,  as 
made  by  the  Selectmen,  and  make  an  appropriation 
therefor  or  do  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

Art.  59.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
allow  as  a Town  way  the  layout  of  Dexter  street,  as 
made  by  the  Selectmen,  and  make  an  appropriation 
therefor,  or  do  anything  in  relation  thereto,  agreeable  to 
a petition.

petition. 

Art.  61.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
allow  as  a Town  way  the  layout  of  Water  street,  as 
made  by  the  Selectmen,  from  the  bridge  over  the  Ten- 
Mile  river  to  West  street,  and  make  an  appropriation 
therefor,  or  do  anything  in  relation  thereto,  agreeable 
to  a petition. 

Art.  62.  To  see  if  the  Tow-n  will  vote  to  accept  and 
allow  as  a Town  way  the  layout  of  State  street,  as  made 
by  the  Selectmen,  from  John  street  to  Milk  street,  and 
make  an  appropriation  therefor,  or  do  anything  in  rela- 
tion thereto,  agreeable  to  a petition. 

Art.  63.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
allow  as  a Town  way  the  layout  of  Dorchester  avenue,  as 
made  by  the  Selectmen,  from  Pleasant  street  to  the  resi- 
dence of  William  Paille,  and  make  an  appropriation 
therefor  or  do  anything  in  relation  thereto,  agreeable  to 
a petition. 

Art.  64.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
allow  as  a Town  way  the  layout  of  Jefferson  street,  as 
made  by  the  Selectmen,  from  Fourth  street  to  Fifth 
street,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor,  or  do  any- 
thing in  relation  thereto,  agreeable  to  a petition. 

Art.  65.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
allow-  as  a Tow-n  way  the  layout  of  Solomon  street,  as 
made  by  the  Selectmen,  and  make  an  appropriation  there- 
for, or  do  anything  in  relation  thereto,  agreeable  to  a 
petition. 

Art.  66.  To  see  if  the  Tow  n will  vote  to  accept  and  al- 
low- as  a Town  way  the  layout  of  How-ard  avenue,  as 
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made  by  the  Selectmen,  from  Park  street  to  Gardner 
street,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor  or  do  anything 
in  relation  thereto,  agreeable  to  a petition. 

Art.  67.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
allow  as  a Town  way  the  layout  of  River  street,  as  made 
by  the  Selectmen,  from  a point  near  Turner  street  and  ex- 
tending to  the  Rhode  Island  line,  and  make  an  appropri- 
ation therefor,  or  do  anything  in  relation  thereto,  agree- 
able to  a petition. 

Art.  68.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
allow  as  a Town  way  the  layout  of  Newport  avenue,  as 
made  by  the  Selectmen,  from  West  street  to  the  corner  of 
Highland  avenue,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor,  or 
do  anything  in  relation  thereto.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  rescind  its  vote 
authorizing  the  issuance  of  three  notes  for  the  purchase 
of  the  High  School  lot  on  County  street  as  passed  at  the 
last  annual  meeting. 

Art.  82.  To  see  what  debt  the  Town  will  vote  to 
create  for  the  purchase  of  the  High  School  lot  on  County 
street.
